In a controversy with the Hamilton 
Times, tho London Free Press points oub 
that since Oonfederation tho debt of tho 
Domlnion has been thrae times decroasod, 
yviz., ia the years 1871, 1883, and 1890, 
Daring ths perlod of Grit rale, however, 
viz, 18738, tho debt was Increased by 
$42,000,000, and of this seven millions wero 

“borcowed to moot current outlay. In 1868 
the debt was equivalent to five and ono half 
yoara' revenue, and In 1892 \t would have 
required just alx and one-haif ycars to pay 
off the dobb. 

Is should be recollected that the debts of 
tho four Provinces ab Oonfederation were 
assumed by tho Dowiolon, In all $77,500,- 
000. In 1869, a further allowance of $1,- 
186,746 wa) made to Nova Scotla, and since 
that date additional provinclal debts havo 
boon assumed by the Dominion to the extent 
of $30,743,392, making a total assamption 
of provincial debts of $109,430, 148, leaving 
tho sum of $181,701,286 as tho actaal neb 
Mablilty created by the Domilnlon alnce 
Oonfedoration, 

The neb debt of the Domlufon in 1878 
was $140,862,069. In 1892 the nob debb 
was $241,131,434, 

On the Canadian Paoifio rallway has boen 
exponded $62,044,159 ; on tho Interoolontal 
and connected railways $44,228,135; and on 

canals $36,612,301, making o total of $142,- 

881,695. Nob only, therefore, ls the whole 
debt thas accounted for, but under the above 
three heads alone there has been spent the 
som of $11,188,309 more than the total 
actual Increase of debt alnco Confederatlon, 

Tho average rato of interest actually pald 
on the neb debt has decreased from 4,51 
Por cent, a 1868 to 2.93 por cent. in 1892, 
being » decrease of $1.58 on erch $100, 
The burden on the people has, instead of 
inoreasing with the Inorease of tho debt, 
been made sotually lighter, since the Guv- 
ernment were enabled to change the high 
fatereat bearing bonds of the Provinoos for 
thelr own bonds at a lower rate.

SHOT DEAD BY BURGLARS. 


Two Desperate Thieves Secyre $1,000 at 
the Point of a Revolver. 


Scorrenp, Mich., March 1,—Barglars 
entored the house of Henry Gierman, trea: 
suror of Exeter township, Monroe county, 
shot Mr, Gierman and made their escapo 
with nearly $1,000. 

Mr. Gierman was awakened by 4 noise 
in the houge and found a man standing at 
his bedside with a revolver pointed at his 
head. He instantly seized tho revolver 
with his hand, when the burglar puiled 
the trigger, the ball passing through the 
hand, Mr, Gierman sprang out of bed, 
when the burglar shot at him a second 
time, the shot taking effect in his log. 
Meantime another ‘burglar had made his 
appearance, Gierman grappled with one 
of them and threw him agaist a window 
with such force that the sush was broken 
out, He was then struck on the head by 
the other man and was knocked senseless, 
When he came to Gierman ran for assiat- 
ance to the nearest house and upon his re- 
turn with help he found his wife dead in 
bed, shot through the head, the ball hay- 
ing entered just back of the left ear. 

The burglars secured between $700 and 
$1,000 which was hidden in the bed, but 
missed $400 that was hidden in other 
places, Thoro is no clue to the thieves. 


Denth of Madame Patey. 

Lonpon, March 1,— Madame Patey, 
while singing in a concert in Shefficld on 
Tuesday evening fainted and was carried 
from the stage. She did not regain con- 
sciousness and died yesterday. Madame 
Janet Monach Patey, nee Whytock, was an 
eminent contralto singer.

Mme, 
Patey was making a farewell tour and had 
everywheve been received with inost de 
monstrative manifestations of apprecia 
tien, but the strain was greater than she 
could bear,

The Men Who Inaugurated 
Steol, 


the Age of 

Tho man who inaugurated the 
atool by Ko vantly incroas 
invented « method of manufactare 
makes the product even lower in cost than 
the kind of motal it was destined so largely 
to replace, ranks among the world’s great 
eat invontors, though, like other remark 
able creative minds, he did not reach hia 
goal urinidod by the ekill and genius of oo 
Taborers. Tho pnoumatic process of mak 
ing stool, by which Sir Henry Ber nor 
added more to the wealth of the world than 
apy man of hin generation, furnishes a 
curious oxamplo of what ‘Tyndall called 
the acientific use of the imagination, 
mer, like Siomens and Thomas, who sbare 
with him the honors ef modern fron me 
tallurgy, was not a practioal worker in the 
motals, but, uniike them, ho was absolute 
ly ignorant of aught beyond superficial 
chemical knowledge. When he grasped 
the ception of burning out the impuri 
ties of pig motal by the oxidizing power of 
air, mt thus reducing the excessively oar 
burized material to the malleable state, he 
knew nothing of the traditions and science 
6f the problem he was daring enough to 
attack, Had ho beon an adopt, it is more 
than probable that he would have been so 
imprisoned by tho past as never to have 
reached ont so daringly into the unknown, 
Ho began his experiinenta necretly ina 
simnall way, after having visited numerous 
fron-works tu make himself acquainted 
with oxisting processes, It was not till the 
ond of eiglhtoon months that the funda 
montal principle of his great future success 
became perfectly cloar to him—that of 
rendering cast-iron malleable by a power- 
ful air-blast blown throughout the charge, 
and not merely on the top, as in the old 
finery and the puddling furnace, 

Tho hoat developed was #0 great as to 
keep even wrought iron tused, and tho 
happy inventor found by-and-by that ho 
bad succeeded in making iron in srall 
quantities. Tt cannot be related hers how 
he fought through the early difficulties of 
his work, and how the iron-masters of the 
ago were alike astonished and delighted at 
his primary results. The shock to the 
inventor was scarcely less great when he 
discovered that in making iron in large 
quantities his process did not answer all 
his anticipations. His earlier successes 
had been with a pig iron smelted from 
high-grade ores, comparatively free from 
sulphur or phosphorus, ‘The attempt to 
work the process commercially iayolyed 
the use of the common pig, which made 
up the bulk of the smelting material. 
‘The intenso hoat of the furnace burned out 
the carbon and the silicon, but left the 
phosphorus and sulphur untouched, This 
might have been remedied by using pure 
pigs containing but traces of these ele- 
ments; but a graven defect attended the 
process, In many of the operations the 
ingot had nq consistency; it crumbled 
under the hammer or in tho rolls. In the 
language of the shop, it was rotten, Tho 
process, whioh, within a month of its first 
public announcement ‘at the Cheltenham 
meoting of the British Association in 1856, 
had brought to its dikcoverer the sum of 
£27,000 in advance license fees, was now 
condemned by acientiats and practical men 
as a visionary scheme,—R. R, Bowker, in

OF OUR ARCESICRS. 


Gestures, Moans, and Crys Were Promin- 
ont in Their Days, 


In the Revue des Deux Mondes of the 
15th of December, M. Jnsserand, the well- 
known authority on mediwyal land, 
describes the theatre in medimval 
and how they went to the pluy. The great 
object of early English dramatists and 
actors was to make their audiences laugh, 
and gesture wag thonght highly of, both in 
places of amusement a: d in ohuroh, The 
Very preachors, we aro told, essuyed to ex- 
press their thoughts more clearly by imita- 
ting the groans and cries of those martyrs 
whone deaths they wore describing. The 
people, observes one historian, when going 
to church thought they were going to the 
theatre; instead of thinking of their pray 
ors, ocoupied themselves with looking at 
the antics of the preachor. 

The Irish wake seems to have had many 
a predecessor in ‘Merrie England,” Ex 
traordinary scenes used to go on in the 
churchyard both before and after a body 
was laid to rest, The Bishop of Win 
chester had to issue an order forbidding 
‘dishonest games in the cométeries, espec 
fally on high days and holidays," Both 
io villages and cities there was a craze for 

ageants; a death, a wedding, a departure 

or the Holy Land, was mado an excuse 
for bringing out the finest clothes and 
uniforms, and organizing a procession, of 
which giants, dwarfs, gilded animals and 
flower-bedecked oars formed part. Aw all 
the world knows, the first plays ever acted 
were miracle-plays; they took place dur 
ing four grgat church foasts of the year, 
especially at Christmas and Easter. In 
Chaucer's timo theso ‘‘Mysterics” were 
immensely popular, and there is constant 
allusion to them ‘in the ‘'Cantorbury 
Tales.” For centurigs ovary drama was 
composed from some incident inthe Bible 
or in churoh history, and oagh seeno was 
laid either in Rome or in Palestine, or in 
the Garden of Eden, for Adam and Evo, 
the serpent and the angel, were very pop 
lar dramatis person». It was during tho 
fourteenth centary thata fresh kind of 
play styled ‘'Moralitios,” began to tuke the 
place of the religious drama. ‘Lhese 
comedies were still supposed to have 
some good end in view, and as 
bofitted their title each dialogne had 
a moral tuoked away in the tail of it. Yet 
the mirnole-play did not cease to cxist in 
Europe till much Jater. William Shake 
speare was already 10 years of age when 
the Archbishop of York forbade the fur 
ther porformance of the ‘Mysteries, 
which had at one time tude the town 
famous; and Moliere had already boon dead

Ho showed no sign of 
waning power oxcopt for an occasional 
slight huskiness in his otherwiso resonant 
voive, 

The Government,” he said, "was of the 
opinion that the time for passing the 
parish councils bill back and forth between 
the two Houses had ended wad had deter 
inined upon a decisive course 

“Refusal to adopt the amendments of the 
House of Lords means the loss of the bill, 
The other day the Government was obliged 
to lone a bill because the House of Lords 
had destroyed the principle of it. In the 
caso of the parish councils bill, however, 
the principle of extension of the local gov- 
ernment remained; therefore the Govern: 
meént is willing to withdraw its opposi 
tion to the amendinents of the House of 
Lords, It was perfectly obvious 
that a collision between the two Houses 
could not continue, (Prolonged cheers.) 

“To continue the process would be loss of 
dignity to both Houses and the Govern 
ment has decided to stop the operation and 
take a decided course, ‘The Government 
had the choice of rejecting the House of 
Lords amendments and abandoning hope 
of passing the bill or of accepting them 
under protest, with the hope of soon re 
veraing them, ‘lhe Goyernment adopted 
the second choice, 

“Tho Government intends to take the 
parish conneils bill as it came from the 
House of Lords in order to save it from 
the wreok of the session, but I desire to 
make it it clear that the real issue involve 
the right of the House of Lords to inter- 
fere with the work of tle House of Com- 
mous, (Enthusiastic cheers.) 

“The action of the House of Lords re- 
garding the bills of this session has raised 
a question of the gravest churacter. Two 
of those bills—the home rule bill, and the 
eanple liability bill — occupied the 
attention of the House of Comnions 100 
days, They involved vast labors, Mem- 
bers of the House of Commons have 
worked through this session almost double 
the length of time of any session on record 
and with an unequalled amount of in- 
tensity, This labor was for the purpose 
of ehucting beneficial 
House of Lords without giving it much 
consideration wreeked that legislation,”

book published in 1880 called, ‘Fifty 
years o£ tho House of Lords,” the con

“Between the representatives of the 
people and those filling the non-elective 
Chamber the House of Commons could not 
take it upon itself to pass judgment or be 
the final judge of its own case, There was 
a higher authority that the House of Com- 
mons, There was the authority of the 
nation (cheers and counter cheers) — 
which must in the last resort decide the 
crisis atonce, Tho Government would re 
gard the decision as absolutely final, The 
time had come, Mr, Gladstone continued, 
to invite this decision of the people. The 
Goyeriment were properly unwilling to do 
Ulnecessarily anything which would stimu-

—The Iron Smelting Problom Pomibly 
Solved, 

We copy the following from the Hamil- 
ton Spectator; 

‘A paragraph whloh wo find {n the Hlectri 
cal Keview ought to be of interest to Cana- 
dians. Itt followa: 

The DeLaval process for electrical ex 
traction of metal from the ore 1s belong 
praotically applied ab Trollhatton, Sweden, 
whore » waterfall has beon secured for 
the purpose, The experiments have 
hitherto beon confined to Grangesborg ore, 
bot will, 10 1s andoratood, noon bo extend- 
ed to the tron ore from the voab depoalts of 
North Sweden. Ib fe expected ta some 
quartors that DeLaval’s invention will 
revolutionize the Swedish iron indastry, 
The process ta auld to be both almple and 
cheap when wator power {6 available, and 
fo already abtracting much attention, 

Oatarlo bas Jarge bodies of iron ore of 
excellent quality; bab no mineral fael ts 
found in this proyloce south of the helght 
of land; and thab which ex!ste in the nelgh- 
borhood of Hudson bay ts too far from the 
ore, ond so far as {a known {s wholly un- 
sulted to the smelting of fron, being Ng- 
nite, and not tree coal, But throughout 
the great mineral belt of this province 
there are largo streams of wator, with al- 
mosb countless mill eltos, from which prac- 
tleally unlimited power could be obtained, 
if thla power can bo turned Into electricity, 
and from electricity Into heat, and thus be 
made to exbrach commercially pure metal 
from the ore by a process which fs at once 
“‘elmple and cheap,’ the problem of mak- 
ing fron in Ontarlo ought tobe solved,

when volunteers were called for, there 
was hardly a man prior to his re oplist 

ment but would ask “Is Colonel Kennedy 

going?” In the shanties of the Upper Ot 

tawa, in the pinerles of Michigan, along 
the mountain streams of British Colum 

Lin there aro Canadian rivermen today 
Who, when thinking of the heat and toil cf 
the Soudan, will recall the kindly voice 
that oft-times cheered them with hope aud 
courage in many hard days’ work, and 
will remember with gratitude kindnesses 
received from the man who had died in 
saving one of their comrades, Yes, died 
a truer hero than if amidst the slot and 
steel of battle he had given up his life. 
Few know what caused our colonel’s death, 
On the Serapis one of our men showed un- 
mistukwblo signs of sinall-pox. There 
were hundreds of invalid soldiers on 
board, and the hospital part of 
the ship was crowded to overflow- 
ing. ‘To place a man suffering from 
such an infectious disease in hospital would 
result in such terrible consequences that it 
was not td be thought of. The matter was 
kept quiet, and Colonel Kennedy at his own 
request, got the Canadian placed in hisown 
cnbin, nnd there, isolated from the rest, 
personally nursed him, ‘The rnan recover 
ed, Colonel Kennedy contracted the fearfal 
disease and died. That is all It tukes 
only n few words to tell it, but there has 
be n many an epic written about smaller 
things. That is all that yet causes 
me to have m belief that hero-worship 
should not be banished altogether from our 
hearts. 

Again and again comes to me the memory 
of the list long talk we bad, when I under- 
stood him as 1 never did before. The 
steamer and barges were tied to the bank 
just before sundown, a few miles from 
Assiont, where we were to proceed by rail 
to Cairo en route homeward, It was our 
lust night on the Nile, We noticed that 
before darkness came on, heliographio 
communication had been going on with the 
towing steamer on which the officers were. 
We were snaking down our ‘‘doss”’ for the 
night, when Colonel Kennedy came hastily 
on board and told ua that news bad just 
been received that war had beon declared 
against Russia and that a rebellion had 
br 1 out in the Canadian North: West. 

A cheer greeted the announcement of the 
war with Russia, for by this time every 
man of us was 4 Jingo at heart, and a shout 
of derisive langhter the idea of a rebellion 
in Canada, The news was exciting and 
the men gathered around in groups and 
talked about volunteering for Afghanistan, 
whether Cunadian regimonts would go, ete,, 
etc., and very few thoughtof the retellion, 
and none dreamt that there would be a Fish 
Creek ora Batoche, Col. Kennedy thought 
otherwise. As an old first expedition offi 
cer he knew the North-West, Riel and the 
character of the Half-breed and Indian 
Charlie Manchard, Tommie A——' and I, 
who all kuaw him in Winnipeg iv civilian 
life and were favored thereby with a cer 
tain amount of intimacy, sat with him and 
talked fur into the night,

DEATy OF BARON DE ROTLTENBURGH, 
An Old Historic Figaro Praes Away—A 
Famous Canadian, 

The death fs announced of Col, de Rotten- 
burgh, formerly Adjutant General of 
Militia fo Onnada, The baron was born 
in Ktngstun, Upper Canada, tn 1807, and 
atthe ago of olghteon entered the 8let 
rogiment, in which corps he served for 
many years. Ho likewlse served In tho 
60th Rifles and 46th Roglment of Foot, 
He was Asslotant- Adjatan> and Asstatant- 
Quartermastor-General In Oanada for ton 
years, and daring tho rebolifon of 1837 was 
hore employed on **Parbloular Service,” 

While fn command of thy militle and 
volunteers of Upper Oanada at this time 
the meglatrates and officora of the militis 
{o the districts ouder his control petition: 
ed the Crown to bestow upon him somo 
mark of distinctlon—a request which met 
with ready and gracivus compliance on 
tho part of Her Mojesty. Baron de Rot- 
tenburgh became Adjutant.Goneral of 
Militia here in 1855, and while holding 
that office ted fa tho framing of Sir 
Allun MoNab’s famous militia bill and wan 
& Commlssionor Genoral on the defence of 
the province, 

Ho relinqalshod this offrée In 1858 to 
take command of the 100ch or Prlnce of 
Walesa Royal Onnadian Regiment, then In 
course of orgabizatlon In this country for 
service during tho Indian Mutiny. He 
was appolated » Companion of the Bith In 
1867, and of his retiring from the ormy 
became a militory koight of Windsor on the 
royal foundation, Ho wan alao a fellow of 
the Royal Antiquarian Sooloty, 

The baron tn early life married Mine 
Ridloy, of this olty, daughtor of tho Iste 
Dr. Ridley, son., of Belleville, who died at 
Windsor castlo between three and four 
yoars ago. Shortly after her death he 
married at tha age of olghty-four a young 
Indy of twenty-three, who had attended 
his first wifo ond norsed hor daring her 
last Ulneae, 

The baron was related by blood and 
marrlago to many of the first farmflios in 
Enuglend, among others to the Pagets, who 
have furnished so many emiaevh men to 
the diplomatic, naval and military eervice 
of tho ompire. His stay in Osnoda made 
him p noteworthy figuro.and there are 
many survivors of the old 100th reginont, 
who proserve ogreesblo romlofecences of 
thelr formor commander and who will hear 
of hia death with rogcet.

Difficulties will not 
ceaso finally with the elovation of Lord 
Rosubery to the Premiership of the two or 
three other Cabinet changes which are con- 
templated, The oaroor of the reconstruct: 
od Ministry will proceed for some. time 
probably on the lines hitherto followed. 

Mr, Gladstone's name will be doubtless 
of the greatest usd to clear the way of the 
Cabinet os long ns he shall remain in or 
near the arena of politics, but it must be 
remembored that the Goyornment niajority 
is small and that Lord Rosebery, who has 
never been an ardent huine ruler, is likely 
to haye trouble with the Irish members 
aflor the withdrawal of the old Premier's 
conciliatory influence. Henry Labouchere, 
the fighting leader of the Radicals, and 
most of his supporters moreover are not 
likely to be reconciled to a peer in the 
promiorship even under Mr, Gladstone's 
influence, especially in view of Mr, Glad- 
stone's final doclaration against the House 
of Lords, 

The attitude of Justin McCarthy and his 
anti-Parnellite followers will not be choson 
definitely until their moeting on the eve of 
the new session, At present they are not 
disposed to take part in the conflict over 
the leadership, as they regard the pledges 
given by the Liberal party na satisfactory 
to the claims of Ireland, Much depends 
upon the attitude of Sir Wm. Harcourt, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Mr, 
Gladstene’s tried lieutenant in the House 
of Commons. Sir William seems to be 
the only possible loader of the Liberals in 
the Commons. Should he consent to 
serve under Lord Roseber, much of the 
Ministerial difficulty would be removed, 
although minor causes of embarrassment 
would remuin, 

It is impossible for any Liberal com- 
moncr to oppose any item of the New- 
onstle prograinme mérely with a view to 

4 Governinent headed by 4 peer, but 
it Sir William and other ministors dislike 
the plan of the regime a dissulution of 

Parliament is more likely than a recon- 

struction of the Cabinet, The summoning 

of members from the outside and the front 
bench to take seats in the Cabinet is re- 
garded as unlikely. Another series of 
questions are involved in the uncertainty 
of the Unionists attitude to some varia- 
tions which Lord Rosebery might intro- 
duce in Liberal policy, However much 
tho Conservatives and Liberal Unionists 
may dosire to yust the new ministry at the 
first opportunity, their action in likely to 
be d ted largely by the tactics of the 

Liberal party inanagers, and should Lord 

Rosebery insist upon a larger nayal yote 

than the one fayored by Mr. Gladatone, 

the Conservative and Liberal-Unionists 
would support him, 

Sir Wm. Harcourt, moreover, is not 
likely to favor the large naval expendi- 
tures to which Lord Rosebery is believed 
to be inclined, because he is anxious to 
have a popular budget, 

There is endless guesswork concerning 
the personnel of the reconstructed Cabinet, 
Many Radicala predict these changes : 
Sir Wm. Harcourt to be Premier; Prof.

A MISSISSIPPI TRAGEDY. 
A Member of the State Legislature Kills 
an Opponent and Wounds Two Others, 


Mempnis, Tenn., March 5.—Vhe most 
sensational tragedy in the history of Mis: 
sissippi occurred at Kosciusko, the county 
seat of Attalla county, on Saturday, 

S. A. Jackson, a member of the State 
Legislature, and one of the most promi- 
nent Democratic politicians in the State, 
Was shot and instantly killed, and Samuel 
Russell and Wm. Sanders, two tnnocent 
bystanders, fatally wounded by W. A. 
Ratliffe, also a member of the Legislature 
and one of the leaders of the Populist 
party in Mississippi. 

The tragedy was the culmination of a 
Fated fend of long Standing, which was 

rought.to a climax by a bitter controversy. 
Ratliffe published an editorial in his paper, 
the Vindicator, reflecting on Jackson's 
vole in the recent contest in the Logisla- 
ture over the election of a successor to 
United States Senator Walthall. 

Jackson replied in « card in another 
paper, in which he denounced Ratliffe as 
aliar. The two met at the court house in 
Kosciusko on Saturday for the first time 
since the publication of Jackson's article. 
‘There was a large crowd on hand attending 
a bankrupt sale by the sheriff. No one 
noticed the meoting of the two men until 
they began scnffling in the court house 
door, Both Ratliffe and Jackson pulled 
their revolvers and began a terrible duel 
to the death. When the smoke of battle 
cleared away Jackson was found with a 
hole in his foréhead, while his right arin 
near the shoulder was shattered by a 
glancing shpt aimed at his head. A few 
feet away Samuel Russel and Wm. San- 
dors, two by-standers, with mortal wounds, 
Russel was shot through the head and ox 
pired in a fow minutes. Sanders was shot 
in the thigh and is expected to die. 

Ratliffe discharge! every charge of his 
revolver and finding that he had no more 
ammunition he coolly stood and watched 
tho writhing of his victims until the shoriff 
arrested him and took him to jail,

But every mother can instruct her ohild 
regarding the obsorvances of courtoxios 
which are reqnisito in everyday life; nnd 
it is hor duty to do this, 

Thore is a cortain claus of worthy people 
who affect to despise politeness, and who 
denounce anyone who gives evidence of 
possossing it, as deovltful, They affina 
that if a man ia honest and virtuous, that 
is all be need be, 

Honesty and virtue aro indispensubles in 
the character of our truly courteous man, 
but they often neod “dressing up.” A 
man may be as honest as the immortal 
Franklin, or a4 virtuous on the Father of 
his country, but it may take people a long 
time to find it out if he have tho manners 
of a churl. 

A spirit of independence inay axk, what 
difference does it make, if the man is real 
ly honest and virtuous, whether peoplo find 
{t out or not? 

It makes this difference, we are depend 
ent beings; dependent upon one anothor 
for all that makos this lite worth living; 
and until a man shows himself what ho is, 
he cannot attain his highest good in this 
world, 

Help your children to understand that 
politeness is requisite to xuccess in this 
life; that it isthe oil which keeps tho 
wheels of that machinory called society go- 
ing smootlily; or, as one of our bright 
preachers has said, it “is the imagic ring 
which people may slip on to got through 
the world with the fowest jars and dis 
cords.” 

I know men of worth, aud of talent, who 
are occupying positions which are distaste 
ful to them, simply because they did not 
receive that instraction in youth whioh 
would enable them to get on with others, 
and to overcome their self. consciousness; 
and because they lack penetration to see | 
the causo of their trouble and observation 
to remedy it, 

There is a diversity of opinion as to 
what constitutes politeness. I was once 
spending some time in a house where 
there was a boy who had appeured to me 
awkward and selfish, and I was surprised 
when his mothor said that he was consid 
ered “quite a gentléman.”

KAISER WILLIAM, HIS POWER, 
It Syoms the Rights of the Prussian 
Crown Must Not Be Questioned. 


Bertin, March 6,—In the Reichatag 
Yeaterday chavo wae an interesting debate 
on the military supply bill, In the course 
of the discussion General Brongart yon 
S@allendorf, Minister of War, took ovea- 
sion to defend General yon Kinchofft from 
the attacks of Socialiste, 

General you Schallendorff declared that 
if . Yon Kirchoft had been tried by a 
jury inatead of being tried by a military 
conrt, whose proceedings were secret, he 
wWonld have been acquitted, Although hé 
hid been found guilty and sentenced. to 
imprisonment by tho military court, the 
Kumperor had exercised his right to clem- 
ency, and had not only pardoned General 
yon Kirchoff, but had bestowed a decora- 
tion upon him, “The prerogatives ant 
u to discussion in the 
Reichstag, and [ here protest against such 
interference, (Oheers.) Least of all the 
Socialists should touch the Crown's pre. 
rogative, ‘Ihe tine might come when they 
would need the King’s clemency.” 

Herr Lanzimaun protested against the 
Jangnage used by General yon Schallen- 
dorf. If General yon Kirchoff was justi- 
fied in the murderous attack he mude on 
Herr Harich, every Anarchist was justi 
fied in murderously attacking existing so- 
ciety, all legal remedies failing, 

Herr Boebel said that according to the 
Minister the Anarchists wore justified in 
resorting to vivlence. General Schallen 
dort’s defence of Von Kirohoff's cause was 
what might be expected in a military state 
that was still semi-barbarous, but it had’ 9 
strange sound in the legislative hulls of an 
enlightened nation. 

‘The case of General yon Kirehoff, who 
is on the retired list of the Prussian army, 
was tried last November by a court mar 
tial, He was sentenced to several mouths’ 
imprisonment in a fortress for having shot 
Herr Frederick Harich, editor of the Ber 
liner ‘Yayeblyt, who pablishad an item to 
the effect.that the General's daughter had 
eloped with a servant, He was contindd 
in the Madgeburg fortress, aud was pars 
doned by the Ewperor after having served 
two weeks of his sentence. 

Berity, March 6.-Count von Doenhoff, 
Conservative deputy, said in a political 
mevting in Koenigsberg last woek that 
Prince Biswarck told him the rejection of 
the Russo-German treaty would be fol- 
lowed inevitably by a Russo-German war, 
Prince Bismarck has authorized a denial 
that he ever eaid anything of the kind to 
Count von Doouhott.

Large Sailing Ships. 

The largest salling ship afloat is the French 
five-master La France, launched in 1890 on 
the Olyde, and owned by Messrs. Ant Dom 
Bordos et File, who possess a large floot of 
solling vessels. In 1891 she came from 
Iqatque to Dankirk in 105 days, with 6,000 
tons of nitrate, yet sho was atopped on the 
Tyne when proceeding to sea with 6,400 
tons of coaland compelled to take oud 600 
tons on the ground that she was overladen, 
Thore {fs not a single fivomasted spalling 
vessel under the British flag. Tho United 
Btates hag two five masters, the Louls, of 
830 tons, and the Governor Amon, of 1,778 
tons, both fore and afb schooners, a rig 
peculiar to the Amorlcan coast. Ships 
having five masts can be counted on the 
fingers of ono hand, bat, atrange to say,the 
steamship Ooptlo of the Shaw, Savill & 
Albion Oompany, on her way to New 
Zowland, In Decembor, 1890, passed tho 
Governor Ames {n 14 degrees aouth 31 de- 
grees wost, bound for Oalifornia, and two 
days later, {n 6 dogreos nouth 31 degreos 
westbthe French five-master La France, 
bound south, 

Passongors and crow of the Ooptlo might 
travel over many a weary leaguo of sea and 
Hover again soo two such excellent objeot 
lessons tn the growth of aalling ships in 
quick succession. The largest three 
manted salling ship fe the Ditton, of 2,850 
tons,—Chambers' Journal,

Deserved the Victoria Uross. 

The Gazette of Jan. 8rd announces that 
the Queen has conferred the Victoria Oross 
upon Surgeon-Major Lloyd, of the army 
medical staff, for his gallantry during the 
operations against the Kachina lasb year. 

Daring tho attack on the Sima forb by 
the Kachina on Jan, 6th, 1893, the com- 
maniling officer, Oapt. Morton, while vialb 
ing a picket about elghty yards distant, was 
wounded, Surgeon-Major Lloyd, accom: 
panied by a native officer, ab once ran out 
to help him under a hoavy firo, When, 
however, the wounded man was rosched, 
1b was found necessary to sond back for 
more help, and Surgeon-Major Lloyd had 
thus to remain with Oaptain Morton for 
some minutes. The enemy, who wero 
within ten or fifteen paces, were all the 
time keeping up a heavy fire, and killed 
four men, one of them being a bugler who 
was helping to carry Oapb, Morton, The 
Victorla Oross was probably nevor earned 
more gallantly. 

Surgeon:Major Lloyd would have do- 
Mghted Frederick the Greab as one of the 
men who show no ylolent wish to “live for 
ever,’ His example is also usoful to the 
noldier in showing that thore are practically 
no war rieks through which {bls Impossible 
to come out with safety. This te o very 
{mporbant lesson for those who haye to 
fight. Soldfora will run almost any amount 
of risk, bud the cortalnty of death fs apt to 
appal. It {5 oad bo record that the man 
to save whom Surgeon-Major Lloyd risked 
hia fo so bravely died almont directly he 
was taken Into the forb.—T7he Spectator.

of the naval or quilitary force to which he 
belongs. This las often been doue, and is 
still fondly spoken of by many of these 
brayo men. 

The Inte Prinee Consort is credited with 
having created and dexigned tho insignia 
for this new order for distinguished bray 
ery in 1856, All ranks of the British Army 
and Navy can aspire to this loner, regard: 
less of rank or social standing.

Thera is no other proof so great of the 
good understanding that subsists Letwoun 
men and women as the voluntary relin 
quishment by men of powers hitherto nn 
shared. It is the highest tribute that has

Mr. Speaker, —Hon, membors will, Lam 
sure, notice with satisfaction that our total 
receipts for 1898 were $4,201,014, This 
includes an item of $200,000 representing 
Dominign bonds, which has regularly ap: 
peared in our schedule of assets as one of 
our investments during recent years, 
These Vonds matured early in 1893 and the 
Dominion Goyerfiment promptly paid them 
at date of maturity. Excinding theso 
bonds, as well as all payments reovived 
during the year, to the amount of $52,207 
on account of the drainage debentures we 
hold representing loans made. by us to the 
municipalities, our total receipts for 1893 
were $4,039,656, It has not been custom 
ary to take into consideration in our esti- 
mate of the year’s receipts these payments 
made on account of drainage debentures, 
Wo aro constantly loaning municipalities 
onthe security of their debentures for 
drainage purposes, aud we fre constantly 
in receipt of payments made by the muni- 
cipalities on account of these loans, For 
example, we made fresh loans in 1898 t 
the amount of $62,495 and we ecalvedl 
$52, 267 on account of loans. previously 
made.

into force July 1, 1893, Tho duties av- 
orning under it became dus and payable at 
the death of the deceased or 
eighteen mouths thereafter. That period 
having elapsed since the Act came into 
force we may expect regular and con- 
tinuous receipts, 1 ventured to remark 
lust year that it would be found that our 
experience wonld resemble that of other 
countries in regard to succession duties, 
that our Act would work fairly, that it 
would not be vexatious, that it would prove 
as little burdensome as any substitute 
Which could be devised. By the express 
terms of this Act the receipts are allocated 
to the support of onr hospitals and asy- 
lums. In 1808 we spent by way of grants 
to hospitals and charities $164,896. Wo 
need not be surprised if within a few years 
our receipts by way of suacession duties 
will balance our grants to hospitals and 
charities, 

Our Act, it will be borne in mind, ex- 
empts all estates which do not exceed $10,- 
000, Near relations, such as father, 
mother, children, husband, wife, etc., pay 
no duties whatever except gvhon the estate 
exceeds $100,000, All property given or 
bequeathed for religious, charitable or 
educational purposes is aleo exempt. Sim- 
ilar laws in other countries, Hoyland, New 
York, Pennsylvania and Maryland for ex- 
ample, apply to aud: effect thousauds of 
estidos Which under our law are altogether 
exempt. Since the passage of our Act 
every province in theWominion has passed 
a law similiar t6 it, Ohio, Maine and 
California passed similar laws in 1893, the 
lust state taking five per cent of the value 
of all estates over $500 in value and donat- 
{ug the proceeds to its sshool fund, In 
Minnesota a constitutional amendment 
authorizing the taxatiom‘of inheritances is 
to be submitted to the people next yeur. 
We exempt 981 estates ont of every 1,000 
judging from the results in 1893, Our 
receipts in 1893 were paid by 27 estates, 10 
per cent. of which were the estates of per- 
seus residing in the Connty of York. ‘lwo 
estates, one in Oltawa and one in Toronto, 
taken together, paid duties of $29,227, 
which is more than halt the total receipts. 
These two were estates of unmarried men 
whose property passed to collateral and not 
near relatives, In only.one estate was any 
duty paid by the very nenr relatives of the 
deceased, such as wife or children,aud this 
Was an estate in Toronto valued over the 
$100,000 limit. The surrogate clerks of 
the province report 4,574 estates tor which 
probates or letters of administration have 
been taken out in 1803, and of these only 
88, or one out of dvery 52, wera linble to 

spay succession duties, Of these, 20 belong 
to the County of York, and 61 are still 
unsettled and outstanding, and the duties 
have as yet not been paid, In 15 counties 
in the province not a single estate came 
within the scope of the Act.

(5) the names of the agents employed for 
tho saly or disposal of the twine, and the 
remunération paid or payable to each of 
them, He desired to.get some information 
with reference to the industry, Last ses- 
sion the Government had promised to make 
a statement as to how the twine was dis: 
posed of, Such a statement had not been 
made, He understood that the industry 
was not paying, that it was badly man- 
aged, He understood that the binder 
twino favtory at Brantford was ruuning 
full time and could not supply all its 
orders, whilo tho Central Prison factory 
could not yet rid of the twine they had ou 
hand 

Hon, Mr, Gibson said that so far as the 
Government had gone with the binder 
twine industry they were quite satisfied 
with the resulta It waa not to be sup- 
posed that the industry would pay from 
the moment the belts were placed on the 
machinery, but thy results had been more 
satisfactory than the Government had ex 
pected. He was not aware that he had 
made any promise last session which had 
not been carried outs Tt was notin the 
interest of the industry to place its secrets 
hefore the public, It would not be right 
to allow competing firms to know these 
things. The quality of twine which had 
been turned out was superior in every 
way to other twine, and the Government 
Was satisfied with the results, 

Mr, Meredith said that the receipts and 
expenditure in connection with this indus 
try did not appear in the public accounts, 
Ho wished to know why 

Mr. Gibson enid thut the system of book- 

ping bad shanged’ last year, but 
jat ho had no doubt that. all the figures 
desired might be found in the report of 
the Prison Inspector. ‘The output up to 
Suplember 80 last amounted to $42,229, 
On that date there were 80 tons of twine 
4 hand aud 80 or 90 tons of material.

Representative Government. 


San Francisco, March 8.—The schooner 
Transit arrived from Honolulu yesterday, 
bringing advices up to Febraary 20,

ult, reported important action having been 
taken by the provisional government in 
the matter of preparing for a constitu 
tional convention to organizé a representa 
tive government, This was forwarded on 
the 17th, after an evening meeting of the 
annexation club, by action on the part of 
the leading members of the club as citizens 
in organizing formally as a political party 
in support of the government, Resolu- 
tions were passed dividing the division of 
annexationists inta leagues or clubs and 
advising the whole body as loyal annexa- 
tioniste to form one broad party. A pre- 
liminary committee of thirteen was: av- 
pointed to take charge of the formation of 
the new party. 

A platform of principles has been sub 
stantially agreed upon. Among them are 
the following: To support the provisional 
government, to resist the restoration of 
the monarchy, to estublish a practicable 
form of representative government and the 

overnment to be united a& soon as possi- 
le with that of the United States,

BLOODY BATTLES OF EUROPE, 


At Zorndorf tho Loss of Lite Lucluded 
About Hall the Contestants. 

Linear tacclca and firelocks contributed 
more lavlohly to the death-roll than the 
skirmlshors and breechloaders of modern 
times, says the Saturday Keview, Ab B'en- 
helm Eogland lost some 23 per cent, aud 
hor enemies about the same nomber. Ad 
Mollwitz the Prusetans lust 18 per cont,the 
Austrions 28 per cent. Ab Kolin Fred- 
erick's force suffered to the extent of 37 
por cent, while thole victory cust his 
enemies only 14 per cent. At Z rndorf, 
the bloodiest battle of which we have avy 
record that we may rely upon,the proportion 
of lows to the total forces engaged rose to 
the enormous total of from one-half to cne- 
third. Kuneredorf was almost as deatruo- 
tlye to haman life, and Frederfck lost 35 
per cent, against 26 per cent of the alllos, 
With the advent of Napoleon and the 
loosened formations of tho reyolationary 
armies, loseoa wore at firat dlintulshed, bub 
at Asporn tho Austrians lefo nearly 28 per 
cent of thelr men on the battlefield and 
the French, although the bulletins donfed 
it, are sald to have beon weoker by one 
half after (he battle. Borodiuo, too, de- 
prived the Ra of 36 per cont and the 
French of 26 per cent. Daorlog the 
Napoleon wars we find the losses luwer, 
although after L'gny the Prussians were 
weaker by as many as 50 percent, and the 
viotory cf Waterloo cost England rather 
more than that proportion. Whon, how- 
eyir, wo turn to the campaigns which suce 
coeded the lull of exhaustion followlng the 
downfall of the first empire, we are con- 
fronted with no such bloody records, io 
spite of the Invention of percoeslon caps, 
rifles and even rifled cannon. The allies 
st the Alina only Jost somo 9 per cent and 
the Raval 14 per cont. Inkerman, how- 
ever, was as bloody as Waterloo, bub lo was 
a otroggle iu which tactics played a very 
email part. Tho losses at Magenta and 
Solferlno were comparatively alight. 
Although the conseqaences fof Konlggratz 
woco Immopse, they wero cheaply purcha:

Toronto, March 9,—The debate of the 
budget resumed ye Mr 
Clarke (Toronto) made a yood speech, 
attacking the Government's policy in some 
of its weakeat Apart from the 
debate tho day was com 
paratively & quiet one.

Mr Marter, upon whoav motion the de 
bate on the budget was adjourned, asked 
that he might be allowed to permit Mr. 

K. Clarke take his place upon the under- 
standing that ho might spesk at a Inter 
date, His request was pranted, 

Mr. Clarke was applaud by members of 
the Opposition when he rose to continue 
the debate. Ho said the Treasurer had 
claimed that the recelpta for last year 
amounted to over $4,000,000. Why had 
the Treasurer not~told the whole truth, 
and admitted that $2,000,000 of this 
amount had been secured by. the sale of 
valuable assots belonging to the province 
and which had been lost forever? It was 
not a matter of congratulation that timber 
was being sold and the money placed in 
the buuk. Money secured in this way and 
pluced inthe bauk ouly earned four per 
cent, Interest, while the timber had in« 
creased in value over 80 per cent, If the 
tiinber had been held ae not sold, instead 
of receiving 4 per cent, per annum tho 
peoply would have the benetit of the 80 
percent. incroasbd valno of the timber, 
‘The Government siaimed credit becauso 
the licenses had been reduced in the prov~ 
ince during the past four years, He con- 
tended that the decrease was not owing to 
any legislation by tho Government, but 
because of the growing temperance senti- 
ment of the people. Hoe charged the Goy- 
ernment with having used the license 
system as a Government engine for elec- 
tion purposes, payticularly in the cities 
and towns, He blamed the Government 
for taking any of the money from the 
municipalities scoured from licenses, Ho 
did not believe that the methods of the 
Government in regard to the maintenance 
of public institutious were econontical. 
He condemned the Government for having 
prevented a Canadian architect from com> 
peting for the plans df the uew Parliament 
buildings. The Government had prom- 
ised to & the new buildings for 3500,- 
000, Without the consent of the House or 
people they had sport five. times this 
anouut and yet sought applause for their 
work, The southern elevation of the 
building might lave beou much improved 
had « Canadian architeet been’ allowed to 
expend as much money as the Atnerican, 
Lhe acoustics of the chamber were wretch- 
ed. The statement had been made by 
the Treasnrer that the ordinary revenue 
was greater than the ordinury expouditure. 
This he denied. Dealing at length with 
tho subject, he claimed to haye proven tho 
slatementto be uitroe. The receipts of 
the province were made up from the an- 
nual subsidy from the Dominion Govern 
ment, interest on inyestinent, licenses, 
Jaw stamps, taxes, Educational Depart 
ment receipts, casual revenue and receipts 
from public institutions, ‘These were the 
ordinary receipts which would be porman- 
ent. Ayalust the amount received in this 
way should be placed the ordinury expen- 
diture or expenditoyes which must beznade 
every year, In 1801 the expenditure of 

character exceeded tle receipts by 
$521,531 2 they exceeded the re 
ceipts by Siand last’ year by $504, - 
442 and duritig the past five years the Gov 
ernment had expended $2,859,794 more tor 
ordinary expenditures than they had re- 
poived ‘as ordinary receipts, and yet the 
Treasurer claimed not only that he had a 
surplus, but that the very opposite was the 
case, Besides this the Government during 
the past five years bad spent over $8,000, 
000, which lad been received by the sale 
of timber snd other sour which were 
not ordinary or yearly sources of revenue, 
At every election the surplus jumped 
up. As soon as the elections wero over 
the surplus went doy. In 1884 the sur 
plos amounted to bat $4,000,000. Now 
they hud it pnffed up again to nearly 
57,000,000, ‘They should not play. with 
louded dice, however, in preparing#this 
statement, Th6 accounts should not be 
juggled. The Treasurer should make a 
plain stutemeut which the people would be 
able to understand and not cloud his state 
inent in such & manner as not to be under 
etuvdable, Uekad no doubt but that if 
this ptatement was properly made the peo- 
ple would quickly place the leader of the 
Opposition in charg’ the affairs of the 
province

He 
also believed that Upper Canada Collego 
was an unnecessary inatitution and a fair 
subject for attack, but no, it was always 
the same old song, attackafter attack upon 
the Agricultural College. 

Mr, White said that the public accounts 
wore misleading in tho extre no as at pros- 
eit made up. All the expenditures were 
shown, but the receipts were not given in 
full, and therefore it was impossible for 
the ordinary citizen to obtain an acoursto 
kuowlodye of the financial affairs of the 
provinee, 

Mr. Wood (Brant)—It was said that tho 
budget speech had been misleading. The 
people of the province could not be misled ; 
even though the attempt were made, they 
were too intelligent, He did not envy 
Mr. Marter the glory he had obtained in 
proving that two or three officials had con- 
sumed too mauy egg& (Laughter). The 
Opposition had a new policy, ‘They com 
plained becauge timber was sold for the 
purpuyse of securing money to erect the 
Parliament buildings and other public 
buildings. They wanted the Government 
to borrow the money from the banks ond 
allow the timber to stand. This was a 
great policy which would soon plunge the 
Government in debt, The Government 
policy had been different and the result 
was that there were over $6,000,000 of a 
surplus, D 

Mr, Ryerson did not agree with tho 
Government policy of charging tees upon 
the estates of the dead” He thonght that 
a man's bard earned woney should be 
allowed to go as he wished without paying 
toll to the Mowat Government, The 
Government claimed that while its insane 
were properly cired for, yet it was dono 
on & most economical basis. As a iatter 
of fact it cost more for maintenance in 
Ontario than in any other province, It 
cost $135 per head in Ontario while in 
Utica Asyluni it coat but $97. 

Hon, Mr. Hardy—These figures are not 
correc, 

Mr, Ryersou—I have the report, here, 
look at it, 

Mr. Hardy—I have looked oyer the 
report and find that it states that the cost 
of maintenance is $221 not $97 per head as 
as stated by the hon. gentleman (laughter),

In color, texture and weight tho 
bank-note paper differs from any other 
made, and the fact that the hand-made 
paper makera of Great Britain all belong 
to the closest and perliaps the strongest of 
trades anions makes it exceedingly diffi 
cult to find workmen among the criminal 
classos to produce paper approaching the 
quality of that aed in these notes, 

More than forty years ago, when the 
Frouch government was turning over many 
cnrious devices for svcuring a bank note 
paper that should defy the counterfeiters, 
the Bank of England notes wore simply 
models of the engraver’s art, as it was thon 
practiced, executed upon paper of the fd 
ost quality, Tho Portal of that day oxlt 
hited before a acientitic assembly imLoudon 
an unslzed bank note that sustained a 
weight of thirty #ix pounds, Ho said that 
when a single grain of sizing had been dis 
tributed through the paper it would sus- 
tain a weight of at least fifty pounds, A 
publication of the day declared that the 
paper fully sized would austain a weight of 
fifty-six pounds, Before the paper and the 
engraving had reached the degrve of ex- 
cellence to which they had then attained, 
counterfeiting was frequent in spite of ite 
being a capital offense. 

The Portals ure the only persons that 
hayo ever made bank-note paper for the 
Bank of England, and the bank is con 
stantly represented at the mills by sworn 
officials, whose duty it isto snperintond 
the processes of manufacture and to see 
that nono of the paper shall got, into the 
hands of strangers. On Auguat 16, 1862.0 
quantity of the paper my stolen from the 
inilla, but the thieves Were arrested aud 
convicted. The arrestand conviction, how 
ever, did not occur tntil the thieves had 
caused to be issued a number of forged 
notes printed upon this paper, 

It is now declared that any expert can 
almost instantly detect a forgery of a Bank 
of England uote by the feel of the paper. 
Should that test fail the water mark is an- 
other of great value, aud the engraving of 
the figure of Britannia is such as almost to 
dofy successful counterfeiting,

MASSACRED BY TRIBESMiN 


Thirty British Soldiers Keep Thou 
sands of Alors at Bay. 


MAKE A BRAVE FIGHT FOR LIFE 


Surrounded on All Sides by the Rebel 


Hordes They Koop Up the Unequal 


Contest for Two Days—Tho Wholo of 
the Devoted 


Band Slanghtored to a 





Carcurra, March 10,—Dospatchos ro 
ceived here from the neighborhood of the 
soche of operation of the coluius engayed 
in punishing the Abor tribesmen announce 
serious losses sustained by the British, 
Tho despatches say that ov additional de 
tachment of 200 mon loft Sadiyah on 
Thursday, to moot the British expedition 
commanded by Capthin Maxwell, which 
has for some time past been tollowing up 
the retreating tribesmen, 

Another deapatch rvcoived here froin 
Gowhatty, the chief town of Assam, an- 
nounces a still more serious disaster for 
the British arms, It appears that a de 
tached party, composed of thirty rifles and 
four officers, had beon operating os an 
escort to a train on its way to Bordax with 
provisions und ammunition for the garri- 
son of that town, 

The detachment encountered no rosist- 
ance until ft was far beyond the reach of 
succor from its base of operations, aud 
then the tribesmen began to gather ahead 
of it and on its flanks, keopingup a galling 
fire, which eventually bronght'the detach 
mont to o standstill, aud compelled the 
British officer i command to take mea 
sures to defend himself by imvane of a 
hastily fortified position, vonstructsd out 
of the wagons, etc,, which formed part of 
the train. For two days the little detach- 
iment kept up acontingons fire, day and 
night, with the tribesinen, but eventually 
the little band of thirty soldicrs was sur- 
rounded by thousands ot tribesmen and 
the troopers were killed to a mau, after 
fighting desperately to the last. 


MARKED FOR DEATH.

Mr. Willoughby moved for an order of 
the House for a retura giving an iteinized 
atatement of all expenditure and disburse 
ments in connection with East Northum- 
berland Registry Office for the years 1801, 
1892 and 1803, showing the number of om 
ployes, the name of each employe and the 
period in each year during which he or 
she was employed. 

He said that he had good reason to think 
that the Registrar had stuffed his accounts, 
inflating the expenses in order to keep bis 
fees below $1,000, This would give him 
the right to ongage iu another business, 

The motion passed, 

Mr, Balfour moved for an order of tho 
House for a return showing the total mani- 
cipal expenditure of each ¢ounty, city,town 
and yillage in the province for the years 
1883 and 1893, respectively. . 

Tho motion passed. 

Mr, Balfour moved the second reading 
of his bill to amend the Pharmacy Act, It 
was discovered last year that according to 
the law if druggists so desired they might 
prosecute storokeepers and others who avid 
patent medicines er proprietary medicines. 
This would include pain killor or any 
medicine containing the smallest portion 
of poison, A bill was passed last sossion 
giving general dealors who had been in 
the habit of selling such medicines the 
right to continue the sale until July, 1894. 
Mr. Balfour's bill provides fer the inde- 
finite extension of this privilege. 

Mr. Meredith said that while the law 
used to be as stated, yet a recent decision 
provided that anyone could sell these medi- 
cines if they did not contain n very con- 
siderable amount of poison, sufficient to 
injure if improperly administered, Ho 
thought that the matter was of so much 
importance, however, that the Governinent 
should give it attention. ‘ 

Hon. Mr, Ross said that the matter had 
been fully considered by a private commit. 
toe of the Honse last session. The drug 
gists urged that the sale of patent and pro 
prictary medicines shonld be confined to 
themselves, They had not been ablo to 
show, however, that many deaths had re 
sulted beeause merchants were allowed to 
sell, The present bill, he thonght, should 
be reforred to a committee for considera 
tion.

It is not true that the churclies ure 
not educators, They are not only edu 
cgtors, as some of the institutions nien- 
tioned, but are edticators in « higher sense, 
I venture to say that no one would youture 
to deny the results and the importance of 
the educational work of the church. 
Thorefore I do not seo the force of the 
argument which would place the educa 
tional institutions on the same footing 
with the Christian chureh, which is winost 
important educator, supplying as it doos 
above all others motives in favor of /hou- 
esty and truth, Iobserve in réading tho 
newspaperesthat in several of ‘the statos 
there has bédn a strong inclination to sever 
Christianity from the lawa and conatitu 
tion of the country. We do not share 
that feeling in this country, 1 repeat, 
that, although that fooling is manifested 
by many public men, and the Christian 
ministers are indifferent in one state in the 
Union that has taxed churches, I would 
feel greut difficulty in saying that we in 
Ontario should follow the example of Cali 
fornia in this matter, I um ‘merely stat- 
ing my impressions, which may be moved 
after further discussion, (Laughter,)

SHOCKING TRAGEDY UNEARTHED. 


A Nogro 'L horenan Was Murdered 
wnd This Body Cat Into Pleces. 

Savahwan, Ga., March 10.—A horribje 
murder was unearthed here yesterday, A 
negro named Isiah Harden, a ‘longshore- 
juan, disappeared about Septe nber 3, In 
vestigation failed to determine what had 
become of him until his clothes were found 
where they had been placed by the mur- 
derers, He was Killed fn a room, presum 
ably by Mury Washington, Sam’ Edwards 
and Richard Washington.

Statistionl Returns Showing the Amount 


ink Thandie 


Wasminaton, March 12. —Tho statistical 
returns of the Department of Agricultare 
for March consist principally of estimates 
of the distribution of whoat and corn, the 
amounts remaining in farmors’ bauds, the 
proportion of merchautable corn and the 
average prices of both the morchantablo 
and the unmerchantable, Tho returns 
also jndioate that a very sonsiderable pro 
portion of tho wheat now in farmers’ hands 
comes from oropa prior to that of 1803, 
and especially from the cropa of 1891 and 
1890, Suoh stocks have been held ptin- 
cipally by the large growors, Some dam 
age to such stores is reported froin Michi 
yan and Washington. The indicated stock 
of wheat in farmers’ hands is 114,060,000 
bushols, or 28.8 per cent, of the voluino of 
tho orop of 1803. This is nearly 21,000, 
000 bushels loss than tho estimate for 
Marol 1 last year and 20,000,000 bushels 
loss than the average of tho past eight 
years. The amount remaining in farmers’ 
hands in tho eleven principal whoat grow 
ing States ia about 73,000,000 bushels, or 
68,8 per cent, of the amount in producers’ 
hands in the country at large. The aver 
ago weight of tho crop of 1803 per ua 
sured bushel, as caloulatet from corre 
spondenta and millors and State agents, is 
3n6 pounds, making the estimated product 
a littl over $18,500,000 cominorcial | 
ashels, as against 896,000,000 measured 
bushels, as heretofore reported.

The succession of 
Lord Rosebery was perfectly acceptable, 
seeing that his Lordship had given many 
proofs of is great abilities, But he 
thought it would have been better if the 
Government instead of adhering simply to 
the Newcastle programme had introduced 
fresh subjocts into its programme with ro- 

ardto home rule, It was a pity that 

ome rule was not put to tho very front, 
The sooner the question was dec 
better, If it were truo that EF 
would resist separation to the last, sooner 
Ireland know of it tho better. The Gov- 
ernment ought not to pnt home rale into 
tho Queon's speech year after year unless 
they meant to carry it. 

Lord Rosebery oxpressed his gratifica- 
tlon.at the tribute Lord Salisbury had paid 
to Mr, Gladstone, The brief eulogy he 
had pronounced upon him had left nothing 
to be desired. His Lordship's jibes at the 
policy of adhering to the Newonstle pro- 

ramme could be endured, seeing that the 
Eiberal programme had endured while the 
Conservative programme was liable to 
fluctuation, Lord Rosebery then procead- 
ed to defend the Government programme 
at some length. 

In the House of Commons the address 
in reply to the Queen's speech was ap 
proved. 

Sir William Harcourt admitted that the 
retirement of Mr. Gladstone was regarded 
by the Liberal party with feelings of dis 
tress and disinay; but he, said the memory 
of thy Grand Old Man would remain the 
grouteat tradition of the House, Though 
there had boen slight changes in the Minis 
try there would be no change in the policy 
of the Government or party. Home rule, 
though it had been temporarily put aside, 
remained the leading fo turo of the pro- 
gramme, ‘The financial business was the 
most urgont, ond this legislation must be 
concluded by the ond of tho month, there 
fore the Government muat ask the whole 
time of the House antil then. 

Arthur J. Balfour, leader of the Union 
{ate spoke for them concerning Mr, Glad 
stono's retiromont ‘I can testify to the 
regrot wo all feol for the loss of tho late 
Prime Ministor from the post which ho 
filled so long and so splendidly, Putting 
aside the questions of party polities, every 
member of the House of Commons owos 
to the late Prime Minister a debt of per- 
sonal and public gratitude, inasmuch ns 
he maintained throughout all parliamentary 
changos, the high standard of public life 
and the grent traditions with which no 
small part of the dignity and utility of 
this great assembly is insoparably bound.

Workn Min Plans for Alding Swa 
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Noxt to John Barns, who so ably curbed 
tho riotous tendencies of London dock In 
borors during the famous strike of 1889 in 
the British capital, ‘om Mann is the Eug 
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TOM MANN PREACHING, 
lish labor leader who ja best known on this 
side of the Atlantic, His fame in his na- 
tive land is at leaut coextensive with that 
of the Londoner, whose association with 
labor organizations has been largely con- 
fined to the capital, while, Maun’ has at 
vorions times. taken a loading part in 
moyemonts# at seyeral points in the pro 
vinces, He was born at Foleshill, War 
wickshire, in 1856, In his youth he 
worked in a mine until 1870, when his 
family removed to Birmingham. Seven 
yours later he went to London and became 
connected with the Amalgamated Engi- 
neers and Was made later on its secretary, 
Since the great dock strike of 1889 he has 
beon prominent ‘as ono of the principal 
organizers of dock Jaborers. He also took 
a leading partin the Hoy’s wharf strike in 
January, 1300, Ho his beew president of 
the Doo, Wharf, Riverside and General 
Laborer's Union of Great Britain, Ireland 
and the Netherlands, but resigned that 
position in September, 1892. Hix scheme 
for the reorganization of the London docks 
propounded in 1892 attracted universal at- 
tention, Ho is eonsidered to bo a speaker of 
great power, and his organizing methods 
have been vory sticces#tul. 

Recently a rnmor went tho ronnds that 
Mann contemplated entering the ministry, 
and with this endin view he was nbout to 
become a deneon in the Church of Englund. 
According to his own statement he consid- 
ered the question and has decided not to do 
80, He had been strongly urged by many 
of his frionds to tako holy orders, but 
would not do so, ag the act would impuir 
his usefulness in the labor world, Moan. 
while Mr, Manna few Sundays ago occupi- 
ed the pulpit at a Hackney chapel. In nd- 
dreasing a large working class wudience he 
gave o lengthy exposition of the London 
Reform Unien’s programme and made some 
remarks on the present condition of Lon 
don labor. Ho placed, the workless and 
their suffering dependents at 500,000 in 
the metropolis aloue. If the government 
wishes to deal, with these effeetively ha 
would recommend the immediate reduc- 
tion of hours for government employes, 
the immediate direct employment of men 
for the cleaning and repairing of board 
schools and other public property, the 
atoppage of the contract system, the estab- 
lishing of labor colonies and the opening 
of municipal workshops, which, in spite of 
thé twaddle talked about the French ones 
of 1848, had not yet been tried.

Mr, Whitnoy rosumod the debate on the 
notion ty yo into committee of supply, 
being received on rising with Oppoal 
tion applause, Ho said it was not often 
they were treated to the speotacls of the 
Provinoial Treasurer delivering his vale 
dictory and going back, ax it were over the 
events of the past and over what was not 
likely ever to ocour again, It was not likely 
flat under the same circumstances any 
gentleman would evince the ainount of en- 
thusiasin that the Provinctal Treasurer had 
displayed, He (Mr. Whitnoy) was glad to 
votico the good examply initiated and 
tinued by the Provincial Treasurer of plac: 
ing before the House a statement showing 
tho amount of provincial indebtedness and 
the dates on which that indebtedness be- 
camo due, the propriety of which was 
denied up to two or three years ago. 

He woald like to refer for @ moment or 
two to the exponditure on colonization 
roads. ‘Ihey found ou examination that 
there existed a most remarkable stato of 
affairs iu regard to the manner of expendi- 
ture on ronds and bridges which did not 
prevail in undertakings of a similar natare, 
or in an ordinary business, ‘he most 
singular fact about these transactions was 
that the overseeing cost a great deal more 
than the actual work and labor. ‘Chis was 
perfeotly clear by reference to the journals 
of last session, Mr. Wood (Brant) bad 
alluded to the prodigal expenditure in a 
pleasant way, the Government would have 
considerable trouble in contradicting or 
explaining away the grave and curious 
nature of some of thew, His hon. friend 
had also compared the Attorney-General to 
that Grand Old Man who had resigned 
from public life that day, and for a time it 
was uncertain which of the two was up- 
permost iu the hon, gentleman's mind— 
who was the greater of the two—and ulti- 
mately the grand old man of Ontario 
proved the heaylor gf the two, (Laughter) 
But finally his hon. friend came down and 
the listening earth heard that after all the 
Grand Old Man who had just stepped back 
off the platform and into private life was 
perhaps the greater of the two, 

Then his hon.. friend from Middlesex 
had alleged that the Opposition were re- 
sponsible for all the blunders which his 
hon. friond the minister cf Crown Lands 
unid the Government was respousible, But 
when hon, gentlemen were forced into a 
corner about their expenditure or impro- 
pricty, and chad to come to @ vote in the 
House, they never failed to try and throw 
tho responsibility on the Opposition, Then 
tlie lion, member for Essex bad taken up 
the refrain, He was always ready to sup- 
port the Government, but could not ad- 
tuire several things that had been said 
during the delivery of the speech. Darin 
tho last five ox six yeurs the hon, members 
had essayed two roads, but the only oc- 
éasion when that road diverted from the 
course of the Governihent wis when it re- 
fused 4 grant to a railway up in Essex, 

Mr. Meredith—Then he takes an inde-

Mr. Whitsey, continuing, suid that after 
such a diversion the hou, member for 
Essex generally came back to his origingl 
position as a supporter of the G6vernment, 
He had/gone up the other day with the 
Hon. tha Commissioner of Publig Works 
to Brant to drum the couutry.ag lender of 
the party. In one of the\roids hishon. 
friend had taken She had Lesn stroug and 
robust ; in the other he hud fignred asia 
loveller —not wanting to level np, butito 
level down the peaple with Whom he as- 
vociated. 

His desire had apparditly been to set 
class against class and he hid said he was 
for the masses against the classes, As if 
lie or anybody else had eyer seen a class in 
this country—this democratic- country, 
The ceuntry had no yoom for classes ex

All tho Irish imembers supported Mr, 
Labouchere, 

In the lobby of the House of Commons 
yesterday, Michael Davitt naid ; 

“Tt in nseless to shut our eyes to the 
fact that Lord Rosebery’s language creates 
virtually n new departure of the Liberal 
party on the question of home rule, The 
engerness with which the enemy has seized 
Rosubery's words is sufficient reason why 
homo rulers should distingnish between 
porasge that are coined in the heat of de 
bate and the settled policy of the new 
Liberal government, But the words spoken 
by the Premior yoaterday furnish the 
clearest justification of the action of the 
House of Lords in rejecting hoime rule. 
The position of the Unionist Lords is 
English und they must be conyinced of the 
justice of home rule before it will be 
granted to Ireland, That is Lord Rose- 
bery's doctrine, ” 

The statement of Lord Rosebery in the 
House of Lords, which has prodaced such 
a sensation, is in his exact words, as fol 
lows: 

“Lord Salisbury made one remark on 
the subject of home rule with which I con- 
fess myself in entire accord, He said that 
before Irish home rule could be conceded 
by the Imperial Parliament, England, as 
the predominant imember of the partner- 
ship of the three kingdoms, must be con- 
vinoed of its justice, That may seem to 
be a considerable adinission, because your 
Lordships well know that the majority of 
English inembers elected in England proper 
are hvstile to home rule,” 

There was inuch excitement in the 
lobbies after the announcement of the vote. 
‘Lhe division was moved purposely during 
the dinner hour when one half of the 
members were absent, Mr, Labouchere 
was congratulated on his victory and was 
chaffingly asked when he would under: 
take the formation of a ministry. The 
majority of the ministerialists do not dis- 
approve of Mr, Labouchere’s victory but 
they re perplexed over the government's 
defeat, In looking up precedents it has 
Leen found that the only way of getting 
rid bf an amendment like Mr. Labouchere’s 


| is by having the House vote on the address 


as a whole, 

The Morning Post saya: An smendmont 
to the address successfully carried bas 
always been treated as fatal to the Goyerus 
ment and resignation bas immediately fol- 
lowed. Lord Rosebery and his colleagues 
can hardly fail to treat the matter seri- 
ously. 

The Times says: The defeat of the Goy- 
ernment means nothing less than the 
breakup of the combination which alone 
can keep the Government in office a single 
day, The revolt of the Radicals and the 
Irish hus so shaken the whole position of 
the Government as to render an early dis- 
solution of Parliament inevitable. 

The Daily News, in commenting on the 
division on Mr, Labouchere’s amendment, 
says that the result is significant of public 
opinion; that the adoption of the atiend- 
ment will do the Governinent no harm, but 
will stimulate the agitation againet the 
House of Lords,

TRIAL OF MACWHERRELL. 


Examination of Witnesses Commences at 


Brampton, March 14,—At the opening 
of the trial of MacWhirrell and Walker 
yesterday, Mr. Robinette objected to the 
two indictments, ‘here was no evidence 
to show that the murders were committed 
at different times and if his client was 
acquitted on one charge he did not think 
the prisoner shonld~be called upon to re 
tain his witnesses for a second trial 

Mr, Osler defended the procedure aud 
his Lordship Judgo Ferguson upheld him. 
Justice was what they looked far. 

Mr. Osler announced that he would pro- 
ceed on the indictment charging the pri- 
soner with the murder of the old man 
James Williams, The sub-pauel of sixty 
was exhausted before the jury had been 
secured, For MacWherrell seventeen were 
challenged, for Walker eighteen, and the 
Crown asked fifteen to stand aside. 

The indictment was read, charging the 
risoners with the murder of James Wil- 
fams on the 14th December. Mr. Osler 

opened for the Crown with a review of the 
case and an outline of the evidence upon 
which he asked for a careful weighing. 
He gave in detail the story of the tragedy 
from the finding of the bodies of the aged 
Williamy couple on the Sunday following 
the crime to the arrest of the prisoners, 
and showed a map of the territory from 
Scarboro to Port Credit, 

Josiah Mason, P.L.S., waa the first wit- 
neas, He proved the authority ot the plans 
submitted by the prosecution. 

William Hickeyy said be had passed the 
Williams’ cottage when he was going to 
school at Cookeville on the Wednesday 
morning. On his return he saw tracks of 
a cutter having gone in the gateway. He 
was not sure which way the cutter was 
going. 

Wm, H- Roak, miller, Lumbton Mills, is 
a new witnéss not before examined. He 
testified that on the Thursday afternoon 
Williams caine to his mills and bargained 
to have a load of oats cleaned. He pro- 
inised to call for them ou Saturday. 

J. M. Scott. hotélkeeper, corroborated 
this evidence, Williams and bis wife stop 
ped their horso at his hotel, The coupls 
left in the direction of their home about 3 
o'clock in the’ afternoon. 

Clayton Osborne, a lad who liyed across 
the road from the Williaine cottage, testi- 
fied to going to the cottage ou Saturday 
and saw the tracks of the cutter to the 
gate. ‘The marks of a man's footsteps fol- 
lowed the outter until it was past the gate 
and had turned in the direction of Toronto. 

Mr. McKay, on behalf of Walker, brought 
out in emphasis the statement of witness 
that ho had only noticed tlie tracks of one 
man around the house, 

Harold Guthrie, another young lad, had 
been with Clayton Oslorne when they 
made tho search that led to the discovery 
of the crime; he corroborated the evidence 
of his comrade, 

The grand jury has returned fno, bill 
against Butcher, charged with receiving 
stolen property. by retaining the horse and 
cutter stolen from the Williams stable. 
He will be used as a crowa witness, 

Should the prisoners be acquitted on the 
charge of murdering old man Williams 
they will both be held for trial for the 
murder of Mra, Willinms, The second

Thaye a good deal of aympathy for tho 
little people during their first eight or ton 
years, whon thoy are just beginning to 
learn lifo’a lessons, and when the laws 
which govern them must often seem so 
strange and unjust. 

Tho child has a right to a place of his 
own, to things of his own, to surroundings 
which have some relation to his sizo, his 
desires, and his capabilities, How should 
wo like to live balf the time in a place 
whore the piano was twelve feet tall, the 
door-knob at an impossible height, and the 
mantel-shelf in the sky; where every mor- 
tal thing was out of reach except a collec 
tion of bayhly interesting objects on dress 
ing tables and bureaus, guarded, however‘ 
by giants throe timos as large and power- 
folas ourselves, forever saying ‘‘Mustn’t 
touoh,” and if we did touch we should be 
spanked, and haye no other metliod of re- 
venge save to spank back symbolically on 
the inoffensive persons of our dolls? 

Tho child problem is inerely one phase of 
the universal problem that confronts 
society, ‘Let the bistory of domostio rule 
typity in little the history of our political 
rule; at the outset autocratic control, where 
control is really needfal; by and by wn in- 
cipient constitutionalism, in which the 
liberty of the subject gaius recognition, 
extensions of this liberty of the subject 
gradually ending in parental abdication,” 

Wo must not expect children to be too 
good. Intellectual and moral precocity 
produced by stimulation will be at tho 
oxpense of the futuro character, In these 
matters the child has a right to expect ex 
amples, He lives in the senses; he can

New York, March 15,—Walter Well- 
man, tho well-known journalist, sailed on 
the steamer Britannic yesterday en route 
for Spitzbergen, from which point his ex- 
pedition will make a summer dash for the 
North pole, Mr, Wellman was accompani- 
ed by Professor Qwon B. French, Inte of 
the United States court and geoletic sur- 
vey and an experienced and capable 
scientiat; Dr, Thomas B, Mohun. a auc: 
cessful Washington physician; and Charles 
C. Dodge, the artist and photographer of 
the expedition, The enterprise ia under 
the leadership of Mr. Welliman and the 
three men named are his leutenante. 

Ten hardy young Nerweyians, ambitious 
and experienced in arctic exploration, will 
join the party in Norway, avd the expedi- 
tion will sail from ‘Iromsoe, Norway, for 
the Islands of Spitzbergen about May 1. 
At Dano’s Island, which is yery near the 
eigutieth parallel—that point of latitude so 
for north that many explorers have never 
reached and few have ever passed it— 
headquarters will be established, and then 
the party will steam to the edge of jthe 
great ice pack, about a degree farther 
north, After a landing is effected tho 
steamer will return to Dane's Island, and 
about the 10th or 15th of May the dash for 
the pole will begin. 

‘hat maryelous new metal, aluminium, 
has been utilized in the construction of 
sledges, boats and other apparatus, and 
thus equipped with far lighter parapher- 
nalia than any previous explorer Mr. Well- 
man expects to be able to pash on north 
at the rate of from 12 to 20 miles a day. 
As he will have only about 600 miles to 
trayel before the pole is reached, ho ex- 
pects to either reach that goal or a point 
very near it in fifty days, He will then 
return to the edge of the pack in fifty days 
more, his steamer will pick bim np and he 
will then return home, 

Mr, Wellman has carefully studied the 
great problem before him and expects to 
profit by the knowledge gained by previous 
explorers who have trayersed the pack aud 
to avoid their mistakes, Hia early start is 
for the purpose of getting far north before 
the pack bogins ity drift toward the south, 
Away back in 1827 Sir Edward Parry 
pushed on noithward over the pack at the 
tate of from 16 to 20 inilea per day, but 
his equipage compelled bim to break bis 
Toads into parts and pars from five toseyen 
{Lunes over the samo road, 

Other explorers, handicapped with old 
time sledges and boats, have been com 
pelled to progress in the same slow man- 
her, but Mr, Wellman believes that with 
his light alumininm guttit: retractug his 
éteps will be unnecessary, und that overy 
niile traveled will take him a mile further 
foward the pole. At the start the drift of 
{he ico pack will not be against him, aud 
Whien ho retaris later, in the season it will 
Assist Jim in his homeward journey, 

Mr. Wellman carries with him his alo 
thinium boats and sledges—the first over 
builtin Americaand tests haye demou 
brated that they ore Ly far the lightest 
bod at the same time the yery strongest 
boats and sledyes of their size that the 
World has ever seen. , Lho ontire equip 
nent of the party of fourteen will be about 
6,500 poundy, and, as forty hardy, draft 
Hogs will assist in carrying it, the average 
Weight per man and dog will be about, 100 
pounds, 

One feature of Mr, Wellman's 
boheine of exploration is that it is strictly a 
howepaper expedition (Lhe Stereotype 
Plate Co, of Toronto, being the Ontario, 
member of the syndicate), and if Mr, Well 
man's plans are curried out the world will 
be apprised of his. progress toward the 
pole, a thing that has never before been 
done iu the case of any previous, polar ex 
pedition, Mombors of his party will be 
sent back from time to time to the edge of 
the ico .pack, with letters describing the 

‘ax of the expedition aud the discov 

le by the explorers, At the edge 

pack the dispatches will be taken 

on board Mr. Wollman’s steamer, which 

will return to Norway, whence the world 
will receive the news, 

Whether Mr. Wollman’s dash foy the 
polo will be sucessful or not remains to 
be sven, but if his novel plan is even partly 
carried out he will aucceed in reaching a 
deyree of latitude farther borth than that 
reached by any provious explorer, With

Thia canvas is 

three colors, bright sourlet, 

and a doop shade of corn 

combined ina cloth 1 was shown at the 
decorating art rooms, The contre square 
of thirteen inches were of tho acarlot 
canvas, on which was worked a conven 
tionalized design in crosmutitch with 
heavy soft nilks, To this square was join 
od by ornamontal atitohes in red and corn 
silks a band of the blue canvas, five inches 
indepth, On this a dosign of rococo work 
whowed very effectyvely, the moulds 
belhg covered with bronze threads and 
silks, Joined to the wrought bine band 
by more elaborate stitches was a band 
of the eort: canvas, eight inohoa wide, 
worked also with a pattern in crows 
stitch with scarlet dnd blue silk and fin 
ished round the edge with a border of 
rococo soroll:work carried out in gold 
thread and blue atid agarlot silks. 

At a lanoh given recently a large square 
of bolting cloth was twed for a table-cen 
tre, It was embroldofed with a gracefal 
dosign of great pink roses, buds, scattered 
rose potala and ribbons in ono corner, A 
large spray of roses, tied with a low-knot, 
almost reached the contre, whero it was 
met by a wandering branch of full-blown 
and half falling roses And bude, Over the 
whole surface, as if drifted by the breeze, 
loose rose petals lay wdattored. It is diff 
oult to imagine the realistic perfection of 
the shading and blevding of this work. A 
narrow pink ilk githp bordered the edge 
of the cloth, which Was simply laid over 
the damask, tho white satiny texture of 
the latter showing up the delicate om 
broidery in a marvelous Way. A silver bowl 
placed on the cdatre of the roae-embroid 
ered cloth conthined about half a dozen 
exquisite Catherine Mormot roses, this last 
touch to the scheme making it diffionlt to 
tell whore the real ended and the artificial 
bogan. The dainty doylies were miniatures 
of the largér cloth: 

T aw a novel paper weight the other day.

To make wich a cover out the 
chamois an inch larger all sronud than the 
wizo of the ordinary  paper-covered novel, 
and cut the loing balf au inch smallorthan 
the outside, The chamois, a8 in thie case, 
may be embroidered inn pretty design of 
oak leaves und acorns in shades of olive 
bilke, with the leaves velned and the acorns 
worked in yold thread, The acorns should 
bs worked over a padding of worsted of a 
color to mateh the silk,to give x riised ef 
feot.

ment aud said that the organization of the 
department caused that expenditure, If 
he would look into the matter he would 
Journ that such expenditures under the 
head of civil Government had dnly been 
incroased by the organization of the de- 
partmont by the salary of the Ministry and 
of his secretary, Last year an additional 
clerk was placed in the department to as 
ist in the distribation of reports, etc. The 
expenditure in connection with the Bureau 
of Indnatries had existed yours bo- 
fore the appointment of o Minister. 
The produce from the farm was apoken of 
as trifling in comparison with the expendi- 
ture. Bat was a very narrow and unfair 
way of looking at things. He might as 
well ask where were the reaults of the ex 
ponditare of $300, 000 or $400, 0000n agricul 
tural societies, That would be quite as 
reasonable as tho agreement that had been 
used. The results obtained at the Chicago 
exposition were referred to wsan object los- 
sou of the good work being done, These 
results were due to the expenditure on 
these matters that he had referred to. 
Did gentlemen opposite suppose we could 
have achieved those splendid successes 
otherwise? Would the yictorios at the 
World's Fair have been won if we had had 
no agricultural societies and no Farmers’ 
Institutes? The expentitare at the On- 
tario Agricultural College might be com 
pared with that of the Dominion Expori- 
mental Farm. He was aware his friends 
opposite thought that the management 
there was all that wae to be desired in the 
way of economy, and so it might be time, 
ly to compare the expenditures of the two 
institutions, He would leave out the 
dairy expenditures of both, as they extend- 
ed over the whole Dominion in one case 
and the province in the other, The Do, 
mainion jnstitation had no college and so 
he would leaye ont the salaries paid to in- 
side professors at Guelph, Mr, Dryden 
concluded by referring to the attendance 
at the college, showing that notwithstand- 
all the charges made, the attendance was 
steadily increasing and at the present is 
larger than ever before. . 
it has been said in effect scarcely a sea. 
sion passes but the Minister of Agriculture 
is uttacked by hon. gentlemen opposite, 
He (Mr, Dryden) had made a speech two 
years ago on the trade relations of the 
country and was found fault with, 

Mr. Clancy—Did we find fault with you 
for making that speech because you were a 
farmer ?

Yho ian carrying the bomb had passed 
through the main entrance with the stream 
of Worshippers who wert pouring Luto the 
church and was about to pasa the awinging 
doors, He bad his bauds in his coat 
pockets, One of the doors, released by a 
Person passing through, rebounded 
violoutly and struck the man on the arm, 
The blow upon his arm caused him to jerk 
his hand from his pocket and with it came 
the bomb which fell upon the floor, Then 
came the exploriou which harled persons 
nearby in all directions, 

When safficiont order was restored to 
enable an investigation to be mado the body 
of the man who had carried the bomb was 
fonnd lying jost outside the ’ swinging 
doors, His clothing bad been torn into 
shreds and his entraila wore protruding 
from a great Lol in his abdomen the most 
of which ‘had been blown away and was 
scattered about the space in the lobby, 
whilo the walls, the floor and the clothing 
of many who stood near were bespattered 
with blood and fragments of the man's 
flesh. Upon examination of the horribly 
mutilated body a nuiaber of nails and bite 
ofiron with which the bomb had been 
charged wore found imbedded in the flesh 
and in the cavity of the abdomen. 

The man was miserably “clad and had 
few articles in his pockets, Upon the body 
was found a pocket book, which contained 
a nomber of clippings from nowspavers, 
together with photographs of the anar- 
chists Ravachol, Vaillant, Lepine and Ray- 
nal. The men arrested have been arraigned 
before a magistrate and are now under- 
going examination, 

‘The body of the bomb thrower was ox- 
posed at the morgue for several hours to 
facilitate identification. Early in the 
evening throw detectives brought work 
ingman to the morgue and the body was 
identified as that of Desire Joseph Pauwels, 
a Belgian.

START WINDOW GARDENS NOW. 


Hints About Plants Which WII] Make # 
Brilliant Showing. 

Next to tho exourrion boat, the grenteat 
blessing which summer dwellers in towns 
can have is the Window garden. It is not 
safe to arrange the plants in tho open air 
yot, but seedlings should be started indoors 
about this time, and plana should be made 
so that the middle of April will see a mass 
of bloom in the windows, 

The first requisite for a successful win 
dow garden is a flower catalogue, which 
will instroct the uninitiated in the re: 
quirements of varions plants, Then the 
seedlings must be atarted and the boxes 
made, 

The box should be made to fit the win- 
dow or pediment; it should have « depth 
of at least ten or twelve inches, aud may 
be made of one-inch pine, The bottom 
should be well perforated with holes to 
supply the proper drainage, and the box 
may be painted a neutral tint, or to har 
monize with the color of the building, 
ornamented with monlding or decorated in 
any way that may be desired. 

‘Lhe namber of plants will depend to a 
great extent upon the width of the box, 
as woll as tho length, and if quite wide 
it will be possible to arrange the varions 
plants artistically in’ rows. The front 
row may consist of trailing plants, with 
the longest growers in the centre, The 
trailers, with variegated foliage, trades: 
cantia, variegated vinoa, the yellow and 
white blotched ivy, ote, may be mixed 
with the trailing bloomers, nasturtiama, 
ivy goraniums, and many others that 
will thrive under these conditions. Back 
of these a row of dwart blooming an- 
noaols may be arranged, then tho taller an- 
nUAl# And bedding plants, with a variety 
of the much-enduring geraniums, of course, 
tnd back of all the others, In the corners 
of the box, manottin yines, cinnamon 
vines, madeira vines or other rapid grow- 
ors may be arranged to be trained up the 
sides of the window. Sweet alyssam 
should be used in abundance all around 
the edges of the box. and it will prodace a 
mass of fragrant white blossoms during 
the entire summer, 

Sweet alyssum, petunias, verbouas and 
tho other desirable annuals thut ure to be 
grown for this purpose may be started 
from seed now, and geranium and other 
cuttings may be Yooted, if there are large 
plants in the winter window garden, butit 
will be well for the amateur to secure 
various vives already rooted to supply the 
foliage and bloom while waiting for the 
seedlings to develop, 


Whon Forks Came In) 

It was about the yoar 1600, and in the 
reign of James TI, when forks were first in 
troduced into England. This “piece of 
refinement,” we are told, was derived 
from the Italians. In a curious book of 
travols, published in the year 1611, tho 
writer saya: 

“Tobserved a custom in all thoso Italian 
cities and towns throngh the which I 

assed that is not used in any other coun 
ry that I saw in my travels, Neither do 
I think that any other vation in Chriscon 
dome doth une it, but only Italy, The 
Italians, and also most strangers that are 
commorant in Italy, do alwaies at their 
measles use a jittle forke, when they 
out their meate, For while with 
their knife, which they hold in 
ono hand, they out the mente out of the 
dish, they fasten their forke, which they 
hold in the other hand, upon’ the -same 
di This form of feeding is generally in 
u nall Italy, their forkes being for the 
moat part made of yron, or steel, and some 
of silvor, but those are used only by gentle 
men.” Before the revolyion in France it 
was customary whon a gentleman had been 
invited ont to dinner; to send his servant 
im advance with his knife, fork and spoon. 
If he had no servant he carried them with 
him in his pocket. Some of the peasantry 
in certain parta of Germany and Switzer 
land to-day carry a casein their pockets, 
containing a knife, fork and spoon

and one-half to two inches long; a piece 
of photographer's, tintype Inrge enough 
to ont from it two round diaphragms two 
and one-half inches in diameter; four 
small wood screw Yinding poste; twelve 
flathead brass sdrews, Threo-quartors of an 
inch long. Use Well seasoned mahogany, 
or any hard wood, about seven-eighths to 
one inch thick for the mnin case, and for 
the cover that one-quartor or three-elghths 
inch in thickness is best, The pieces of 
wood should be larger than the dimensions 
given, and if marked and bored before 
sawing to the size desired, there will be 
leas likelihood of splitting. 

Figure one is drawn full size, from which 
tho dimensions for the holes in the wood 
oan be obtained, The two and one-quarter 
loss-indh wpace under the diaphragm, F, 
can be bored with an extension bit or 
marked ont with eeompass and cnt out 
with a chisél.

He declared tho 
silver troubloin the United States and the 
consequent financial embarrassments to be 
due to the policy of protection, and said 
that Canada’s ralvation must be in a return 
toa more sane fisod! policy. Mr, Lauriér 
dwelt at length on the award of the arbi- 
trators in the. matter of the Bebring Sea 
sealing, which, he declared, had resulted 
in the destruction of Canada’s interests in 
that industry, and then turned his atten- 
tion to the question of a fast Atlantic 
steamship service, on which he spoke but 
briefly. His closing points were as to what 
the speech did not contain, concerning 
which he first took up the subject of pro 

hibition complaining that the report of 
the commission had not been given to the 
House. Ho dwelt at some length on the 
question of a cominercial treaty with 
France, closing with a generabarraignment 
of the Government, policy, 

Sir John Thompson, 

Sir John Thompson replied to the leader 
of the Opposition, He quite agreed with 
the eulogiums that had been pussed upon 
the prosent and former Govornors-Gen- 
eral.

could no longer be thwarted by the action 
of a non elective body of legislators.

Revolution of 1848, 


Beruin, March 19.—Count Schouvatoff 
colobrated the ratification of the reciprocity 
treaty with a dinner at the Kussian 
ambasay on Saturday evening. The Het 
of his guesta proves that as Clinuuellor vou 
Caprivi said in the Reichstag the niinisters 
stood shoulder behind him in the atragie 
againet the agrarians, It includes the 
ames of all the rinisters who wero sip 
posed to be opposing the treaty and arying 
to precipitate a cabinet crisis on account 
of it There were no speeches except 
tonsts to the Einperor and the Czar which 
were slemanded by form, Both fonsts 
hewever were po notably cordial as to show 
the heartiness with which the entente hade 
been concluded. 

Emperor William appearedin a Rossian 
finiform at the dinner and spoke bis toast 
to the Czar's health in Russian, The Sun- 
day newspapers say that these facts prove 
the complete approval of the entente be- 
tween Germany and Russia. 

The Ewperor has ordered that the glit- 
tering inilitary helmet (Pickellinube) be 
abolished from the army as the introduc- 
tion of smokeless powder has rendered it 
unfit for actual war, 

‘The usual March celebration in honor of 
the men who fell in the revolatiou of 1848 
was held here yesterday, and thousands 
went to the Fredederichwhain to decorate 
the graves of the revolutionists Huge 
ninsses of wreaths and loos flowers wore 
piled opon the grayes, ‘The Socialists and 
Radicals tied their bouquets with red rib- 
bons; the Aparchists with black, The in- 
rcriptions on the wreaths referred to the 
work of the revolutionists and its results, 
They were examined carefully by the 
police aud sevoral were found so radical 
that the wreaths were seized. All were 
orderly and the police found no occasion 
for interference. 


FIGHT WITH ITALIANS. 


New York Policomen Make a Hot Fight 
for Arrests. 


New York; March 19.—A mob of Italians 
and a squad of police had a hand to hand 
fight just before dark last evening.

ADVICE TO HUSBANDS. 


The Acids and Swoets of Married Life— 


Electric Soul Wires of True Love 


Man's Inconstanoy Bad for the Moral 
Toothing. 


Not long ago the bon mot of « witty but 
rather trivial woman was going the rounds 
in regard to « love affair in which she was 
entangled, ‘The only way I can got over 
my infatuation for the man is to marry 
him,” sho said, in speaking of the matter 
to a friend, 

As we look on life all about us wo find, 
it {a true, much to give a reasonable foun 
dation to the lady's remark, We seo the 
maddest of lovera become the inost pro 
saic or the moat quarrelsome of mated 
counles. 

Lips that trembled with passion in 
speaking of tho beloved one before mar 
ties grow white with scornful denunvia 
tlons of the same being ina divorce court 
a fow years later. 

Bat there are many shining exceptions 
to this rule, and the happy old people who 
have remained lovers to the end of a long 
married life are frequently enough en- 
countered on earth's highways to enconr 
age cach bride and bridegroom setting 
forth on the self-saine journey, 

Moanwhile it behooves those brides and 
Dridegroom to study the subject with the 
eyes of natndent and the heart of a phi 
losopher, and find if there be a system by 
which they may retain the love of the 
partner of their choice or acquire the 
ability to remain in love themselves with 
that object. 

Of courae there are thousands of people 
who manage to get along together aftor a 
fashion, But that is not what we are talk 
ing wbout, ‘Managing to got along to- 
gether” ia not “keeping in love’ any 
more than hard tack is fresh bread and 
honey. 

Of all the memorable epigrams of bril- 
Mant Jalian Gordon, none contains more 
truth than the one wherein she says ‘The 
frenzy of love is in its denials.” 

Mrs. Burnett, in her story ‘Through 
One Administration,” describes the pain- 
fol disillusionist of a romantio girl who 
married a man to save him from cominit- 
ting suicide for love of hor, and lived to 
seo him ssttle into the inost commonplace 
of husband. 

Of course she did not expect him to 
remain on the verge of a snicide’s grave 
year after yoar as a proof of the sincerity 
of hia passion, but if he bad managed to 
continue a lover, and mingled romance 
with the daily routine of life, it wonld 
have saved him the pain and mortification 
of ceasing to be a hero in tho eyes of his 
wife. 

It inn pity that men and women do not 
understand the complications of their own 
natures better before entering upon mar 
ried life, Lovers are so apt to think that 
the emotions of the betrothal days will fol- 
low them through life, and when the lenat 
change comes in their emotions after the 
“frenzy of love's denials” has passed, 
they at once imagine the end has come to 
happiness. 

It would be better could they realize in 
the beginning what a thing of varying 
moods the human heart is—and that love 
in like the ocean, with its storms, its dead 
calms, its ebbing and flowing tides, ‘Too 
many a husband thixks when the first 
domestic dead calm arrives that it is the 
end of love, and rushes into folly as a dis. 
traction, thus bringing the death of domes- 
tic happiness. 

The invisible electric wires which unite 
the hearts of people who love at times get 
out of order, owing to a thousand causes, 
Thero seeps to be no spontaneous flash of 
thought or feeling existing between them, 
and one or both grow irritable and think 
that the savor bas gone ont of his or her 
life.

Hy 
it been any other man or women of similar 
physical conditions it would have been tho 
same, 

Yet many a tragic co-respondent case has 
started in an ignorance of some such mo 
mentary attraction.

Liquid Fuel for Vessels.

and probably the greatest difficulty that 
he has bad to contend with has been’ poli 
tioal interference. At intervals, when 
there was no commander-in-chief, Col 
Powell has filled that position and dis 
charged the duties of both offices 

Col. Powell gas-rendered wervion to the 
country as a diplomat, having been su 
thorized many yenra ago to pre il to 
some of the Pacific islands on a mission for 
the Canadian Government, a mission he 
discharged to the full satisfaction of the 
Government. Hin ‘political experience 
qualified him for mndk a task. He was 
trained in that school for statesmen, the 
munioipal council, and was el od Warden 
of the county of Norfolk, which county he 
also réprosénted in tha old Canudian As 
sembly from 1857 to 1861. Personally, 
Col, Powell is one of the best liked men in 
Ottawa. Hoe in a good type of the Knglivh 
gentléman and blends with a dignified 
bearing that genial mann which is so de 
lightfol when fotnd fh a man of bis age 
and position, He is so thoroughly a¢ 
quainted with his work that he has been 
able to labor very hard and till rotain the 
best of hoatth, aided greatly, no doubt, by 
indulging freely bis fondness for out-door 
exercise.

jaan and log shot ‘down ottaide of the 
evobuil pier. 

A yory short distance below the pler the 
log Appeared to atrikO*awunkén rook, and 
to the horror of the #pedtators tho uihn was 

wvept into the water, He disappeared, 
but in a few seconds rose, again alongside 
(MEH, Which ho jradped and’ palled his 
body partly up on it, The log was now 
on the wrong side of the river and” shoot- 
inf straight for the roughest portion of the 
thpids, In a féw seconds nan and log 
Were in the surging waters, Where both 
Alkajpoared, To the Astonishiwmont of all, 
Howbvér, thé two appeared safely ou the 
other side, Domphousse slill grasping his 
log. ‘Chey pissed undor the new iron 
Uridgé “together into thé” smooth * water, 
where, however, there is still a very rapid 
onrrent which hore strikes across to the 
othor side of the river.

An attempt was made to rescue him by 
A Mian named Bosyzuett a fisherman, who 
was waiting in the boat at the mill to 
Aevist the man in case he oould not get 
into the daur, ‘The boat was a flat bottom. 
ed one with 10 seats, and so low in the 
water that the waves broke into it, Tho 
dishorman was unable to gnide, so the 
attempt at rescuing was ineffectnal.

ton, 

It seemed to most people that for a wo- 
man to bestride » horse was not only an 
immodest but @ socially dangerous lunova 
tion, We cannot easily cut loose from 
the conventionalism of our civilization 
Bat the fact iy that women have alway 
ridden astride in rome countries, and mill 
do so to-day, It has, of coarse, beou con 
mon everywhero for girls np to 10 or 12 
to learn to rido just like their brothers 
You see thom in the country near all our 
large cities, aud one young Indy I ted 
almost daily to mest out on horseback) 
with her father rode on a man’s saddle up| 
to 16 or 17 yours of age. At a ranch that 
I wot of out West, the daughtets of the 
superintendent ride in trae cowboy style 
and break their own ponies, And yet 
most of us have not seen a lady astraddle 

‘There is no special gain in such a seat. 
If the wide saddle is firmly girthed in pla 
® woman's goat is as strong as a man’s, 
No doubt it is a one-sided, crooked seat; uo 
doubt excessive riding miyhtinjare the de 
velopment of a young girl; no doubt it is 
not the natural way to nit a horse, and few 
Women aro erect, and even at all gaits, Es- 
pecially on a trot is a woman apt to be 
awkward, unless she is an expert and has 
an easy horse, But after all said, the seat 
is better for her, and she may avold its 
evils if she will occasionally vary from left- 
hand to right-hand saddle, The Hawaiian 
woman is not the only one who. rides 
astride. The Egyptian does the same, 
but with stirrups so short that her heela 
are up close uuder her thighs, The 
Syrian woman rides astride with her legs 
hanging down at fnji length, In South 
Atnerica many ladies use a man’s saddle. 
The womon of all uncivilized races—our 
Indian sqnawe, as an instance—if they ride 
at all, bestride a horse just as the men do. 
But tho Hawaiians are the (shall we say 
civilized?) people nearest our own shores 
among whom the women habitually ride 
procisely as their fathers aud brothers do. 

What the native Hawaiian country 
maiden of the inland may do has little con- 
cern for ns, But in Honolulu there are 
many natives who are quite as clyilized as 
the foreigners; and there the ladies of all 
nationalities ride astraddle, The common 
riding dress of the country is atrocious. 
The everyday upper garments are worn, 
but asort of overalls of glaring figured 
prints, twice as long as the rider's legs, 
and of enormous width, are pulled on over 
the nether garments, and, when in the 
saddle, hang down to the ground, or on a 
small horse even drag. An Amazon thus 
arrayed is far from an entrancing object ; 
but when you find » Hawaiian lady with “ 
snug habit and well cut divided skirt of 
cloth sitting at ease on a good looking 
horse, you have the other sido of the pic- 
ture. They are wont to decorate them 
selves with flowers and leaves, and to haug 
a wreath of flowers or a string of bads 
around the horse's neck, All this chimes 
in with tho olimate and lends that color to 
mistress and steed which a luxuriant back 
eronnd well seta off.—St. Louis Republic.

Mr, Clarke (Torouto)—Addreas to his 
Honor the Lioutenant-Governor praying 
that he will cause to be laid before this 
House a return of a copy of the original 
plan showing the location of Russell square 
in the city of Toronto, and of all instruc 
tions, orders-in-counoil, minutes and cor 
respondence relating to the survey or laying 
ont of the square. Also, of a copy of the 
lottors patent thereof, and of all ordors-in- 
council, minutes antl correspondence re 
lating to the issue of such letters patent 
and relating to any subsequent disposition 
or appropriation of the land and of all cor- 
respondencs, petitions and documents with 
reference to the claim of the corporation 
of the city of Toronto to anid square, and 
tho division of it from the purpose for 
which it was originally designed. 

Mr, Clarke said hin object was to obtain 
Whatever information was available re 
{pecting the dedication by the crown to 
the public uses of the town of York of the 
plot of land formerly known as Russell 
square, but now more familiar under the 
Appellation of Uppor Canada Colloge 
grounds, situated between King and Adw 
lnide and Simcoe and Jolin streets, and 
which, owing to tho inorease of popula 
tion was now of very great value. It way 
contended that the property was originally 
set apart ag om square or park to be used 
by the inhabitants of the then town of 
York. Since that timo the Upper Canala 
College was erected on the grounds and a 
portion enclosed as a play ground. He 
understood that action had been taken to 
Yost this property in the crown for the 
uses of the university aud Upper Canada 
College under certain conditions, and one 
or two ansuccessful attempts had been 
made to dispose of the property, It was 
desirable that the Houso shold be given 
the fullest possible information respecting 
this matter. 

Sir Oliver Mowat, in reply, paid he had 
no objection to the papers asked for in the 
motion being brought down, The ques 
tion was one of law, as to whether the 
property was origiually set avide for any 
Buch purpose as elaimed, He did not 
think, from tho examination he had given 
the subject that there was any doubt upon 
that point atall. In volume 6 of Grant's 
reports, page 485, and afterwards in the 
sane case in appeal, volume 8, page 130, 
Chief Justice Robinson is reported as using 
theso words: ‘* Pursaalit to the purpose 
for which the said parcels or tracts of land 
or any of them, were originally reserved as 
hereinbefore expressed.” 

“That the patent grants nine distinct 
parcels of land, with respect to five of 
Which there is uo intimation on the patent 
that they bad been hereinbefore in any 
manner reserved by the crowh for any 
special purpose,” 

Russell aquare (U,C.0. grounds) is one of 
the five. ‘The lot in question in the case 
was part of an alleged nospital reserve and 
‘one of the four to which it was argued that 
@ roservation or pedication hid been made, 
but the case failod to make that out, ‘Tho 
words occur again of Chief Justice Robin 
fon; ‘It is clear beyond any question tho 
‘Crown had not parted with the control 
over any of the lauds granted,” In the 
court below, according to Graut, vol. 6, 
page 491, Chancellor Blake dissented, be 
ing which ruled by Vice-Chancellur Easten 
and Sprague, but his judginent rested on 
this point—that the hospital lot was ex 
preusly set apart and liable to that particu. 

lar trust, and as to Russell square and other 
lands he excepts them. See page 491, vol, 
6, Grant: ‘This grant embraces, I bo-

Churchill raised au objection to Lord

Mr. Balfour said he thought Charchill 
had done well to bring before the House a 
crucial oxample by which to test the doe 
trine that a peer had no right to take part 
in the election of a member of the House 
of Commons. *3 

Sir Honry Jamea contended that the

THE NIOKEL-IN-THE SLOT GAS METER. 
Probably three-fourths of the people who 
use gas object to tho size of the bills, As 
a mattor of fact, the gas collector expecta 
you to kick, aud if you pay tho bill with 
out a murmur he feels sare that it is be 
oause you have made up your mind to quit 
using gay. 


Tho introduction of the slot metor will | 


put an end to this everlasting kicking 
on gas bills, and will tend to bedld up 
in tho consumera a confidence jn the 
company, because a person can tell by 
thia machine just how much gas hw gets 
when he drops his money in the ma- 
chine, and then he can watch the anpply 
gradually decrease as he uses it, The 
reason for thioking that the poor man will 
burn gas whon this moter ia introduced is 
because he can buy it in small quantities, 
na quarter's worth at a timo if he likes, 
just as he would buy a quart of potatoes 
or 4 basket of coal, and he will be certain 
that when the quarter's worth is consumed 
a big bill will not tarn up at the end of the 
month, Hoe gots just what he pays for, 
und knows just how he stands. 

The writer was recently allowed to see 
one of these slot meters on trial and had 
its genoral workings explained. Tho meter 
is constructed like the ordinary moter, 
and has the same general appearance, with 
the exception that there is a metal addi 
tion on the left side which contains the 
box into which the money is dropped 
through the slot and the machinery which 
regulates the amount of gas paid for. 

On the front of the meter is ascale with 
a pointer that indicates the amount of gas 
a person gets for his money, The scale on 
the moter which will be introduced will reg: 
ister 1,000 feet. The averaye price at 
which gas is sold is $1.25 a thousand, ao if 

erson drops & quarter inthe slot the 
indicator moves along the scale to 200 
feet and stops, The consumer knows then 
that he has 200 feet of gas paid for. 
When he begine to burn it the indica- 
tor moves backward, and, as tho 
scale is divided into fifty-foot sections, 
he can tell almost “how many feet 
he haé left at any time. The machine is 
worked in the same manner as other slot 
machines. Plain directions are printed on 
it. You push on a smallknob, drop in the 
quarter, pull the knob ontward, and the 
indicator flies around. A person, of course, 
oan drop in quarters ‘until 1,000 feet of gas 
is paid for, if he likes, No other coins 
will work inthis machine, Gas companies 
are to put the meters in free. 

Although a new thing for this country, 
they have been used with great succeas in 
London and Liverpool. It ‘was ‘n great 
problem for a long time ‘with the English 
gas companies how they could get the poor 
Feels to use it, A man who only earned 

or $10 a week would be almost crashed 
at the end of a month when a gas bill of 
#4 or $5 came in, and in fact it was almost 
impossible to get’ them! to'tike gas at all, 
However, it was a hit there, and it is hoped 
to make it so in this country. ;

MoCarthy Takes the Floe 

Mr, MoCartby disclaimed hostility, bat 
he sald that the question of education was 
an important one aud might lead to the 
same trouble in the Territories, “The 
sooner we realize that the people of Mani 
toba and the Northwest are capable of 
mauaging the subject the better for all 
concerned,” he said, as he took hin seat, 

Devlin Ca to Order. 

Mr. Deylin denied that thero was in 
Canada, oven in Quebeo, any racial hatred, 
but he said that Mr, McCarthy was en 
deavoring to stir such up. He then 
turdod his attention to Mr, Clarke Wal 
lace, who Was tiot in the House, and lay 
ing «wppliod the expression “A mean 
spirit” to him was callod to order by 
Speuker White, Hoe made a sort of apol 
ouy by saying that when be again had oo 
canion to speak of him he would call him 
a" gentle, loying spirit,” 

Mr, Tavte spoke briefly in Fronoh, prom 
ising more in future when the bill was read 
a firat timo, 

Governor-General's Powers, 

Mr. Charlton inttodaced his bill, which 
propowes to take away from the Governor 
General-in Council the power to impose or 
repeal at pleasure an export duly on saw 
logs, . 





4 Oconn Raton for Cattle. 

Mr, Mulock {atroduced a bill which re- 
lates to the regulation of ocean rates for 
cattle, It was stated that the ship owners 
haye practically formed a ‘combine " to 
fix the rates and have becomo so arbitrary 
that thty now refuse in some casos to quote 
rates till the cattle aro on board the ship, 
Mr. Mulock’s proposal is that the Govern- 
ment 4x a maximum rate which it shall 
not be legal to exceed, It was also atated 
that under the present condition of affairs 
it is the practice of the ahip-owners to take 
advantage of any rise in the price of cattle 
in England to enbance the rates, thus reap- 
ing the benefit that would otherwise go to 
the raisors of the cattle. 

This view of the case was emphasized 
by Messrs, McMillan, MoMullon, Edgar 
aod Featherstone. Mr, Mulock explained 
that he did not know if his proposal 
would meet the case, but it would serve 
to bring the matter to the attention of the 
Governmeut. 

Sir John Thompson replied that the 
matter was already under consideration, as 
intimated lutely by Hon. Senator Bowell, 
and he added that on the cognate subject 
of the removal of tne embargo in England 
he hoped soon to have the pleasure of an- 
nouneiny ite remoyal. 

Hon. Mr. Ives added that the ‘' com 
bine” was not altogether on the part of 
the ship owners, a4 several cattle dealers 
loused oll the available space they could 
eatly in the season for the purposo. of sub- 
letting for speculative purposes, 

Pardon of MoGreevy und Connolly. 

Mr, Mulock moved for a return of all 
correspoudepce relating to the pardon of 
Messrs, Connolly and McGreevy. No dis 
cussion took place thereon, Sir John 
promising that there should be no un- 
necessary delay in furnishing it 

At the close of the session a number of 
promiuent Orangemen now in session here 
entered the chamber, escorted by Hon. 
Clarke Wallace and Mr, Sam Hughes, and 
were introduced to Sir John Thompson in 
turn,

sophy, living  hermit’s life in Turin, 
spurning the olive branch held out to him 
by the Hapsburgs, scoffing at high office in 
the Austrian Empire, and rejecting with 
ostentatious loathing the portfolio of the 
Chanoollorship itsolt. For thirty years he 
was the picturesque cynic of Northern 
Italy, cursing his yood health, delivering 
philipptos against longevity and aspirations 
for personal or dynastio glory, at times 
launching possimidtic pamphlets on quea- 
tions of the day, and again sending forth 
a scoff and a jeer at liberal movements tn 
government which he assumed to be sim: 
ply the shams of kings aud the shoddies of 
atatesmanship. 

Louis Kossuth was born in Hungaryi no 
1802, “His parents were poor, but of nuble 
rank, Choosing the Jegal profession, 
Kossuth studied law at the Protestant 
college of Sarorpatak, In 1832 ho began 
hia political carver at the Diet of Prey-burg, 
as oditor of a Liberal papor, which, owing 
to the oppressive character of the press 
laws, was not printed, but transcribed and 
circulated, The French. revolution of 
1848 was « stimulus to Kossuth ; 
it led him to demand an’ in- 
dependent government for Hungary, 
and constitutional government in tho 
The Hun- 

arian revolution aud the insurrection in 

jenna in 1848 are ascribed to tho effect of 
his speeches, When the ministry waa 
dissolved Koasuth was placed at the head 
of the Committee of National Defense ; as 
such he prosecuted with energy the 
measures necessary for carrying on the 
war against Austria. 

In 1858 tho National Assombly declared 
the independence of Hungary, and that 
the Hapsburg dynasty had forfeited tho 
throne, Kossuth was then appointed 
Provisional Governor of Hungary. He 
was besot with difficnities, as a Russian 
army camo to nasist the Austrian cause, 
He resigned his dictatorship, and when the 
Hungarian patriots were defeated at Tem- 
esvar in August, 1849,, Kossuth fled into 

rkey, Where he was held a prisoner 
until 1851, when be was liberated and 
sailed for England. 

Tn December, 1851, he came to’ Amerisa, 
where he was enthusiastically received, 
In June, 1852, he returned to England, re- 
siding there until the Italian war against 
Austria broke out, when, at the invitation 
of King Victor Emmanuel, ho settled in 
Turin, Italy, where he has lived for the 
past thirty years, 17> 

Kossuth has always refused to be recon- 
oiled to the dual arcangoment of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian ompire. He wanted Hun- 
gary to be what he fought for in 1848-9, 
perfectly independent. |

Scarcely was he appointed consul than 
he sent for M. de PoMecoulant, 

“You are « Senator,” he said, with 
the charming glance that always accom- 
panied every free movement of hia heart, 

“The favor that you desire to show 1 
impossible,” answered De Pontecoulun 
“Tam only 36 and one must be 40 yeara of 
age to be a Senator.” 

“Very well, you shall be Prefect of Brus 
sels or of any other town that suits you 
better; remember that you are a Swnator, 
and come and take your place when you 
are old enough. I wish to show that I 
have not forgotten what you did for ine.” 

Some years later, M. Pontecoulant, Sena 
tor, wasliving in Paris. Hewas imprudent 
enough to back a bill for one of his friends, 
The sum in question was 800,000 france 
(£12,000); the friend could not pay, and the 
Senator found himself plunged into the 
most cruel difficulties. ie was about to 
sell his only property (Pontecoulant, in the 
Dopartinent of Calvados), 

“Why do you not go to the Emperor?” 
asked one of his friends, ‘He is ulways 
specially kind to you.” 

“T really dare not,” was the answer. ‘‘It 
would be a great indiscretion, and he and 
I should both suffor.” 

At length one day, very miserable at the 
necessity of selling his property, M. de 
Pontecoulant asked for an audience of the 
Emperor, and told him all that~had hap 
pened, 

“‘How long have you been in these diffi 
culties?” said Napoleon. 

“Three months, sire.” 

“Woll, then, you have wasted threo 
months. Do yuu suppose I can forget 
what you did for me? Go this very day to 
the tronsurer of my civil list, and he will 
give you the monoy.”—Levy's ‘Private

Each member, in order to create an in:

The purpose of the community, as 
stated in its by-laws, is to conduct the 
business of agrioulture, manufacturing 
and merchandizing forthe mutual bene- 
fit of all its members, and to ajlow equal 
rights and privileges to all, both men and 
women: to conduct its business in acoord- 


ance with instructions of x majority vote; 


to so conduct its business that each, ac- 
cording to his or her ability, can be em- 

loyed at all times, in some productive in- 
ers thereby being able to furnish to all 
a good home, with comforts and pleasant 
surroundings; to abolish want or the an 
ticipations of want. 

Every member is expected to devote his 
or her entiré efforts, time and property 
for the benefit of all the members, and to 
receive aecording to their needs, in health 
and sickness, in youth and age, gov- 
erned by the community's ability to 
furnish. 

The community makes no interference 
with the marriage or family relations of 
ita membors, now with their religious poli- 
tioal or other opinions. “All men and wo- 
men are to be placed on an equal footing 
soolally, in business life and iu all matters

BRAVE PRESIDENT PEIXOTO. 
How the Brazilian Insurgents Were De- 
fonted in the Bay of Rio. 

Montgyipgo, March 22.—Krionds of the 
Brazilian insurgents in this city haye re 
ceived word from Rio Janeiro that Presi 
dent Peixoto's defeat of the rebels in Rio 
bay was a bombastic fiasco, ~ According to 
the account, Admiral da Gama, being un- | 
able to hold out any longer on account of 
total lack of ammunition and provisions, 
cwused his forts and ships to be abandon: 
ed on the night before the final bombard- 
ment of the rebel fleet. 

The government forts and batteries fired 
furiously upon tho vessela the next day, 
although Peixoto knew tho enemy had left | 
them, and such bad marksmanship was | 
never seen in Rio harbor. 

When enough firing had been done to 
satisfy Peixoto, his troops were sent aboard 
the ships, which had made no reply. They. 
found them empty, the guns spiked and 
the machinery disabled. The garrison 
had also disappeared from the rebel forts.

MR, GLADSTONE’S LETTER 
Rofera to the Several Epochs of Reform 


Since the Opening of Hin Career. 


Lonpon, March 22,—Mr. Gladstone, in 
writing to Mr. John Cowan, chairman of 
Midlothian Liberals, from Brighton Inst 
Saturday in reply to an address of the 
Edinburgh Liberals, after thanking them, 
says: 

“I consider my carcer as beginning with 
the Reform Act of 1882, which for Eng- 
land meant improvement and extension 
and for Scotland political birth. ‘Uhree 
score yoars lator they offered us pictures, 
which the historian will recognize, The 
great legislative and administrative period 
—perbaps the greatest in our fannals—will 
be the history of our emancipation, politi 
cal, social, moral and intellectual, Almost 
numberless have been the canses which 
havo been brought to issue in that period, 
and in every inetance I rejoice to think 
that Scotland has dono battle for the right. 

“Another period opens: a period with 
pousibly yet greator moral dangers and 
certainly a groat ordeal for those classes 
whioh are now becoming largely conscious 
of their power but have never hitberto 
beon subjected to its deteriorating influ 
ences. These influences have been con- 
fined to the classes above them because 
they wore the sole possessors of this powor. 
Now is tho timo forevery truvo friend of this 
country to remind the masses that they owe 
their present political elevation to no prin. 
ciples less broad aud noble than these: 
love of liberty for all without distinction 
of olass, creed or country and resolute pre 
ference for tho interests of the whole 
pple to any interest of narrower scope. 

om sanguine in the hope that Scotland 
willin the future chorish o sense ef duty 
no lows lofty and enlightened than iu the 
past, and Ido not doubr the sufficiency of 

her influence and power to obtain without 
serious difficulty everything 
satisfy hor special wants, 

‘Bor myself I nood say little more than 
loarry with moe out of office the political 
opinions I profowoed in it. It iu indeod a 
source of eatisfaction tome that after 60 
yoars of o highly contentious life I can be 
honorably relieved of some ot that active 

participation in political conflict of which 
have had wo full a share. 

“But I recognize the groat and growing 
demand of these countries for antisfying 
their logislative wants, I lament that the 
discrepancy of sentiment between the two 
Houses of Parliament has been revived to 
such an oxtont as to raise a question be 
tween the Chamber responsible and the 
Chamber totally irresponsible to the na

‘Thu death of 
Louis Kossuth was taken advautaye of by 
the Independents of Hungary to raisé au 
agitation, Largo numbers of stndents 
from the colleges inade « great display of 
wnourning omblems and paraded the streets, 


smashing the windows of those citizens 


who did not make due exhibition of re- 
spoct for tho dead patriot, : 


The students wore still further itcenned 


at the fact that the authorities had permit 


ted the removal of the black flags which 
laced inside the theatres and 


they had 

upon making this discovery they prepared 

for a systematic renuwal of the disorder, 
The students were ouly actuated by an 


excess of patriotism aud the desire that 


tho memory of Kossuth should be properly 


honored; but, asin all large cities, there 


is a rough element which is always ready 
to tako advantage of populnr excitement iv 
order to cause disturbances which may lead 
to the opportunity of looting +houses and 
robbing inoffensive citizens. it 


directed their efforts, 


Ancnormons aud excited trowd gathered 
in front of the parlinuient bonse, which 
was strongly guarded by police, Led on 
by the excited students the people filled 
the air with shouts and threats, insisting 
that parliament was not doing sufficient to 


honor the memory of the dead patriot, 


Finally the crowd made a dangerous rush 
towards the doors of the parliament house 
andasharp engagement with ‘the polive 
followed. Eventually the police, strongly 
reinforced, charged npon the mob aid 


droye it back. 

At this juncture a member of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies appeared aud aunounced 
that the winistry had ordered that the Na- 


tional flag draped with black should be 


hoisted on all public buildings, including 
the theatres, At this the mob cheered and 


dispersed. A number of arrests were 
made, 
Abont 3800 students gathered in the 


evening in front of the Kerepes police sta 
tion, which isnot far from the National 
theatre. Tho leaders threw open the sta- 


tion doors and demanded the immediate 


release of the students who had been ar- 
rested. The police cleared the steps of 
the station but wore unable to drive back 
thecrowd, The students hooted them and 
bombarded the station with stones. Two 

}companies of infantry were called out, 
They charged the students who after a lit 
tle fighting slowly retreated. Many stu- 
dento were wounded (iree of theia 60 Be:

DROWNED IN A DAM. 


Ono Man Loses His Life and Three Others 
Have a Narrow 
Keaprvivie, Ont,, March 27,—A fatal 
accident ocourrod in this village yesterday. 
Nearly every spring « portion of the dain 
across the river ix carried away by the 
freslint and this season was no exception, 
and it was attended with yery sad results. 

Four men were on a plank replacing o 
stop-log when the plank gave way and 
they were all thrown into the swiftly 
running water below. Tho party con- 
nisted of John M, Hurding, the proprietor 
of the grist mill, Edward Jones, wu aged 
carpenter, Henry Raney the electrician, 
and Wm. Ralph. The letter being on 
the outer side jumped for the abutment 
and was saved while the others wore 
carried down the flume and finally wore 
entangled in » mass cf lodged timber, 
lumber, oto, In a very fow minutes hun- 
dreds arrived to lend « helping hand, but 
it seemed almoat iapoentbla to reach them 
and it looked like running into death to 
venture on the timbers to endeavor to 
rescuo them, 

Several men mounted the treacherous 
looking timber and rescued two of the 
men, Raney, who was the first to be 
taken out of the cold water, was uncon- 
scious, and immediately was taken into 
the house of James Hayan, whore he was 
attended to. Mr. Harding's position was 
avery bad one. He was clinging to a 
flume log with one hand while his feet 
were fast in the timbers under the water, 
His pleadings for help were heart rend- 
ing to the mass of eyo-witneases who could 
do nothing. Finally two mon climed out 
on the flume lop to where tho victim was 

inioned, They labored desperately for a 
long time but made no headway. <A rope 
was thrown from the shore which was

placed around the body. Harding's 
strength gave out and ho foll helpless into 
the water, It was several minutes later 
before he was finally extricated and taken 
toshore. A doctor was in attendance, 
and it was only by hix most carnost efforts 
that bis life was saved

observed under the timber which had held 
him fast to the bottom of the fume, After 
the removal of the timber the body was 
taken out, but life was extinct 

The deceased was a brother of the late 
Francis Jones, P.L.S., and at one time 
represented this county in the Dominion 
Parliament.

He complained that t inance Minister 
had not made any mention of the intention 
of Government in regard to the proposed 
fast servive across the Atlantic.

PROHIBITIONISTS AT OTTAWA. 


They Will Urge Prohibitory Legislation 
Without Dolay. 


Orrawa, March 29.—ie Legislative 
Cominitteo of the Dominion Alliauce mot 
in the tower room of the House of Com- 
mons yenterday morniug to consider the 
Propriety of preparing a bill to be present 

ot this session of Parliament, 1u order 
that the legislators of thu country inay 
havo an opportunity of showiug their stand 
for or aguinst prohibition. 

Mr, F. S, Spenve presouted the resolu. 
tion adopted at ‘Tuesday's conference. 

Tho discussion over the committec re 
commending a prohibition rasulution to 
Parliamont lasted for two hours aud a 
half, There were many suzyestions and 
objections. Several inuinbeis of tie cons 
mittee thought that instead of bringing 
such a resolution to Parliament it would be 
well to have a plebisciy taken all over 
the Dominion, Armony those who favored 
this move were John Charlion, MP, and 
Mr. Scriver. 

The temperance men prosent urged the 
adoption and presentation of the reaolie 
, tion before Parliament without delay, that 
the temperance people might kuow who 
they should support at the next general 
election, Othurs objected to the reso ution 
on the ground that if it was preseuted aud 
voted upon by Parliament at this session 
and carried against an amendment, that 
would probably be raised to it by the 
Goyerument would be equivalent to a 
vote of want of confidence in the present 
ministry, and the Governinent would be 
obliged to resign.

common accidents. When the emergenoy 
arises those are recalled inatinotively and 
form the baala of action: The moans by 





which they aro to bo carried into offect

In conse of poisoning, empty the stain 
ach; give an antidote ifitcan be had; 
when there is muoh prostration stimulate 
the sufferer.

plish the first object. Give one tablespoon: 
ful of mustard stirred inn tumblor of 
topid water; repeat soveral times if neces: 
sary; twe tablespoonfuls of syrup or wine 
of ipecac, repeated; a sinall half-teaspoon- 
fol (thirty grains) of white vitrol (sulphate 
of ino) in half 4 tumbler of tepid water, 
Tickle the back of the thfoat with a feather, 
camel’s-hair brash or the finger. 

Some poisons paralyze the stomach so 
that emetios will not not, ia.which caso the 
alomach may be washed out if a lony piece 
of robber tabing or a fonntain syringe can 
be obtained. Put a little oll or vaseline on 
the end of tho tube, hold the tongue down 
with a teaspoon or tooth: brash handle, push 
the tube as far back in the month as pos- 
sible, that it may enter the food pass- 
age and not tho air tract, When about 
eight or nine inches has passed down 
attach a fonnel to the end, and holding 
that or the bagof the fountain ayringe 
above the head, pour in two or three pints 
of water, Lower tho funnel below the 
level of the stomach and the water will ran 
out, Repeat the process until it comes 
away clear, Ina caso of poisoning from 
strong acids, when the lining of the month 
and stomach are corroded, this moans can- 
not be nred. 

In poisoning by opium strong coffee 
should be given, the victin being kept 
roused and awake, if possible, until medi- 
cal aid may be obtained,

limb, A stick can be thrust through it 
and used asa handle to twist by if neces- 
tary. This stops the circnlation and cuts 
off the supply of blood. It should uot be 
kept up more than an hour on the arm and 
rather longer on the leg.

When possible the wounded part should

the fames be inhaled. Give small pieces 
of ice and enforce perfect quiet.

Thore aro other expeditions in the field, 
and this is to be a momentous year in 
arctio work, Dr. Nansen, bravest of the 
bravo, the {deal nretio. explorer, ia now in 
the ice in his ataneh tte whip, the I'ram, 
perhaps to the north of tho Siberian ip 
lands, near where the Jeannette was sunk 
Lieutenant Poary, persistent, successful, 
resourceful, faut his house in Bowdoin 
bay, west Greenland, whence he will sel 
outin about six weoks for northernmost 
Greenland and the pole, if the land ehall 
load him so far, Mr, Stein of Washington 
{s the projector of a commendable and de- 
serving plun for further exploration of 
Ellesmere Land, which ta now only in part 
known..In May we shall be in the eternal 
ice, pressing northward as fast asx we can 
go. Of the three important parties, ours is 
the ono of which the world will naturally 
expect tho leust In the way of results 
Nansen and Peary ore the veterans, we 
the amateurs, They haye written their 
names high on the roll of honor, while we 
have done nothing. Notone of us bas ever 
been nearer the polo than Norway or Alas: 
kn. Wo have vet to be tried anid the dif 
Noulties and dangers of arctic travel, nna 
before we can claim or expect confidence 
must carn itin the field. Until we have 
done this we nsk no other consideration 
than fair play nnd a willingness to nwait 
results before passingg judgment, 

Between Ponry, Narsen and ourselycr 
there will this year be an international 
race for the pole. Frederick Jackson, an 
Englishman, talks of starting by way of 
Franz-Josef Land, and we sincerely hope 
he may enter the fleld. The more of us the 
merrier, and may the best man win! 

The pole is worth winning, not only in 
the spirit of friendly rivalry, not alone in 
the desire for fame, notoriety or whatever 
you choose to ¢all it, but from higher mo- 
tives mingled With these, For those who 
identify the progress of civilization with 
a search after truth it is not necessary to 
argue the value of arctic exploration, 
That question was answered a half centu- 
ry ago by that storn friend of knowledge, 
Sir John Barrow, when he wrote; . 

“The north pole is the only thing in the 
world about which we know nothing, and 
that want of all knowledge ought to oper 
ate asin spur to adopt the means of wip- 
ing away that stain of ignorance from this 
enlightened agé.””

A SIMPLE MICROPHONE. 


An Instrument that seems to Sot Naturo 
nt Naught. 

Of every tholikand persons who cast 
use the telenlone it ts safe to say that only 
ono is familiar with the fact that contuined 
withip it ja sn iustrament with whieh it is 
possible to perform feats which almost ap- 
pear to wet nature itself at naught. 

The instrument is the microphone. By

moans of it sound can be magnified to un- 


heard of proportious, The common, or- 
dinary house fly may be made to stamp its 
feet with tho noise of a horse’s tread, or 
the ordinary silent ant go stumbling across 
the sounding-board with a noise resembl- 
ing that which a baby elophant might make 
in an ompty hall, 

And yet the microphone {sa very sim 
le instrument indeed, The principle of 
ita action depends on the interruption ef 
an electric current which passes through 
a telephone, The apparatus for inter- 
rupting the ourrent is 80 delicately poised 
that even the movement of a fly's leg will 
produce a vibration which is accurately 
reprodyced in the telephone, ‘That js the 
pecret of the whole affair, Keoping that 
fact in mind, itfwill surprise many per- 
sons to learn that three ordinary round 
fron nails and # sqnare piece of wood 
will form a yery good microphone. Two 
of the najls are laid parallel to, but not 
touching, each other. The third nail is 
laid across the first two, which are con 
nected in oiroult with a» battery ond 4 
telophone receiver, The nails, of course, 
are laid on the flat, square piece of wood, 
which acts a8 « sounding-board and 
transmits to the vaile any vibration which 
may take place upon it. 

When, for instnnce, a fly, confined in n 
pulstorrd box, attempts to waik sround 
his-prison the vibration caused by his 
movements is conyeyed through tlie sonudl 
ing-board to thenails, which, in their tura, 
intorfere with the perfect passage of the 
electric current as it travels noross the 
places where they rest upon each othor. 
A largo vibration produces a correspond 
ingly large sound in the telephone, and so 
on down to the smallest degreo of minute 
ness, 

Every sound |x reproduced oxnotly as it 
is made, excepting that it is much magni 
fied. And itis surprising how many dif 
forent kinds of sound can be heard, Not 
only may you heartbe footateps of the fly, 
bot whon it js performing its toilet, the 
rasping of the hind legs against the wings, 
or the rubbing together of the antennae 
may be distinctly heard, But when the 
“animal! begina to “buzz,” the noise in 
the tolophone rocelver is terrific, 

This is the very orndont form in which a 
microphone’ may he made. Those which

Io an interesting aricle in the Indepen 
dent on “Sleep,” Dr. Honry M, Lyman, of 

hicago, speaks in strong condemnation of 
the use of tea und coffee as it now prevails, 
Among other things he says 

“In the majority of patients whom one 
encounters in onr modern cities there hus 
been a slow poisoning of the brain with 
the narcotics wad irritants that are #0 free- 
ly employed by many who are ignorant of 
their effects, Ido not now refer to alvo- 
hol and tobacco, for their penicious acti: 
vity is pretty generally recognized, I re- 
for to thove milder poisons, ten and coffee, 
These substances are slow and insidious in 
their action; and the comfort derived 
from thoir use is of such an agreeable na 
ture that their harmful energy is often 
overlooked. For laborers and for works 
men who pass the greater part of their life 
in the open air, these boverages possess the 








y offort mado to expedite Dated FY 


minimum of noxious influence, But for 
women and children and for men of tho 
Presence and official classes, whose 
ife is passod indoors, aud whose nerves 
are consequently in a highly sensitive con 
dition, the constant nse of tea aud coffee, 
as ordinarily prepared, is very prejadicial 
to that nervous iuteyrity that permits un- 
broken restful sleep, These beverages 
should, no more than alcoholic bevers 
be allowed as n daily means of refrosh- 
ment, ‘Their undonbted benefitcan only 
be secured by their use likw alcohol, as an 
occasional means of restoration and exhil- 
aration after oxtvaordiuary exposure or 
fatigue. Much of tho harinful influence of 
tea and coffee can also be ayvided by a 
proper inode of preparation. ‘bey #hould 
be used only in the form of an infusion 
made by pouring boiling water over the 
toa loaves or the powdered coffee, and 
should be drunk immediately before the 
delicate aroma has been evaporate! and 
tho bitter extracts have been soaked ont of 
the herb. Prepared in this way, toa and 
coffee may occasionally be used with great 
advantage, bat as ordinarily furnished 
thoy are poisons.”

Bill presonted to the Honse, was submitted 
in “dummy” form and its first reading 
was merely nominal, Tho fall text of the 
measure will be given out to-morrow, It 
is learned, however, that the bill lngalizes 
the regulations defined by the Paris tri- 
buualtothe area of fisheries, the close 
sonson, the matter of licensing seal Ssh:

the award. The monsure also regulates 
tho tines to be imposed for infractions of 
the arrangements, and defines the condi: 
tion under which sealing vessels may be 
condemned, Tho bill is partially modelled 
upon the old modus vivendi, the measure 
of 1893 also being modified to meet tho 
terms of the Paris award. Sir Charles 
Rossel, Sir Edward Gray aud Mr. Syduey 
Charles Buxton endorse the bill.
